FRANCHISE REPORTED 


Favorable Action Taken by the | 
Aldermanic Committee. 


Opponents of the Grant Plan to Force | 
a Vote in the Board To-day— What 


Committeemen Say. 


After a debate lasting two hours, during 
which the fate of the Pennsylvania tunnel 
franchise hung in the balance, it was de- 
cided by the Aldermanic Railroad Commit- 
tee to make a favorable report to the Board 
of Aldermen its meeting to-day. The 
contest to force a favorable report was 
closely contested, and the vote of one mem- 
ber swung the committee from opposition 
to a decision to report out the tunnel fran- 
chise. The vote was 5 in favor of the tun- 
nel grant, 3 opposed, and one committee- 
man who “ dotged,’’ and who, it is claimed, 
will vote against the tunnel grant to-day.

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EXCUSED FROM VOTING. 
A discussion arose after the 
whether Alderman Lundy had 
the vote. Chairman Diemer of the Railroad 
Committee stated that Alderman Lundy | 
had been excused from voting after five 
members the committee had signified 
their willingness to sign a favorable report 
Alderman Timothy P. Sullivan, who has 
been at the head of the faction opposing 
the tunnel grant, was hand in the City 
Hall early. He was in the work 
of concerting members against -the tunnel 
franchise by Aldermen James Gaffney, | 
Doull, and several other Tammany mem- | 
bers who have been outspoken opponents. 
The question as to whether a favorable re | 
port would be made was discussed. Alder- 


man Robert F. Downing of Brooklyn, who | 
represents the district in Brooklyn which |! 
is controlled by Col. Michael J. Dady, ar- 
rived at the City Hall shortly before 3 | 
o'clock. He was asked by a2 reporter how | 
he was going to vote, and said: 

“TIT am in favor of the tunnel, a 
sign the report.”

After a two hours’ session, the door was 
opaned and Chairman Diemer made the an- 
nouncement that the tunne! franchise would 
be favorably reported at to-day’s meeting. 
He added: 

‘“*T have had to be consistent in this mat- 
ter. I made my views public why I thought 
the tunnel franchise should be amended, 
and as no changes were made I had to vote 
against a favorable report.”’ 

When asked what transpired at the meet- 
ing Chairman Diemer said: 

“The session was called to order about 
one hour late, because several of the Alder- 
men were busy in Brooklyn attending a 
local board meeting. After the Pennsvl- 
Vania matter was taken up by the Railroad 
Committee, the members were asked to ex- 
press their views. Those who spoke in favor 
of the tunnel made the statements as to 
their positions {n regard to the franchise. 

“The arguments used were the same as 
those which have been printed in the new s- 
papers. I explained my position and statcd 
that I represented a district in which there 
were many laboring men and hundreds of 
members of labor unions. The district 
which I represent as a Republican has fre- | 
quently been carried by Democratic candi- | 
dates, and if I voted for the Pennsylvania 
tunnel franchise it seems to me that my 
political career would end. oy 

“The understanding was that those mem- 
bers who voted against the report of the | 
committee could vote as they pleased at 
rne meeting to-day.” y . 

ALDERMAN DOWNING'S VOTE 

Alderman Downing of Brooklyn said: 

“The principal discussion was over the | 

prevailing rate of wages and the eizht-

INDIANA SOFT COAL TRUST. 
Special to The New York Times. 
RICHMOND, Ind., Dec. 8.—It is consid- 
ered more than probable that in a short 
time 95 per cent. of the soft-coal mines in 
Indiana will be owned by a syndicate com- 
posed of Daniel G. Reid, William B. Leeds 
of New York, the Moore Brothers of Chi- 
cago, who, with Reid and Leeds, own the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway; 
Crawford Fairbanks of Terre Haute, Ind., 
and a number of capitalists from Chicago, 

New York, and Boston. 

It is understood that Crawford Fairbanks 
is to be President of the trust. The syndi- 
cate recently secured options on the mines 
and the deal was well under way to con- 
summation when the “ Rock Island crowd,”’ 
as it is called, got into a Wall Street flurry 
and was so hard hit that the Indiana 
scheme to consolidate the mining interests 
was dropped. The deal was not at an end 
for Reid, Leeds, and their associates went 
ahead, and for two weeks an expert has 
been traveling over Indiana making an in- 
vestigation of the mines, the amount of 
business they do. the output of each mine, 
and the facilities for handling the coal. 

The plan of the combination is to capital- 


ize the company at $25,000,000, one-half to 
be preferred and one-half common stock.

CALLED PRESIDENT “TEDDY.” 


For This Gen. Wilson Rebukes Coal 
Men’s Attorney—A Flurry During 
-the Coal Strike Commission’s 
Hearing at Scranton. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 8.—There was 
a flurry at the afternoon session of the 
Coal Strike Commission when Ira H. Burns 
of Scranton, attorney for the independent 
companies, referred to the President of the 
United States as ‘‘Teddy Roosevelt.” 
Reference had been made to increased 
cost of living. Burns, in cross-examina- 
tion, tried to show that the present high 
srocery prices were due to short crops, 
making grain dearer for the feeding of ani- 
mals The witness under examination was

mour & Co. My. Burns said: 

“Den’t you know that the in the 
prices of meats was due to Meat 
Trust?”

Zetcre the witness could finish his an- 
swer Gen. Wilson jumped up and, with 
rising indignation, said: 

“Mr. Ciizirman, | object to any person 
before this board referring to the Presi- 
dent of the United States in that manner.” 
Mr. Burns calmly replied: ‘‘ He some- 
times calls himself that." 

Chairman Gray, however, smoothed mat- 
ters out by saying: “I think the objection 
is well taken,”’ to which Mr. Burns replied: 
* Well, we will call him the President of 
the United States.”’ 

This ended the incident. 

Aimost the entire time of the sessions 
was taken up by the mine workers in 
presenting their side of the controversy 
with C. B. Markle & Co., in the Hazleton 
regions. The miners placed witnesses on 
the stand who gave testimony to show that 
the company refused to employ them be- 
cause they belonged to the union and had 
evicted them from their houses for the same 
cause; that the docking system was intol- 
erable; that the question of the men get- 
ting the 10 per cent. increase in wages 
granted as a result of the 1900 strike is 
much in doubt, because the men do not 
know how the company is figuring it out, 
the price in powder entering into the com- 
putation of the increase, and that the size 
of the mine cars has increased but the 
wages have not. 

Two Hungarian women, one of them the 
mother of the boy who testified Satur- 
day, were placed on the stand and told 
how the Markle Company deducted house 
rent from the last wages of their hus- 
bands who were killed in the mines, and 
how the company attempted to get them 
to sign a paper which would absolve the 
Markles from damages for the death of 
the men. The women also confirmed the 
story told by the breaker boy that the 
children had to work, without pay until 
the debt owed by their dead fathers was 
paid off. 

The Commissioners were very much sur- 
prised to-day to learn that the 10 per cent. 
granted in 1900 was not a straight-out raise 
in wages, but instead a 2% per cent. in- 
crease and a reduction in powder of 7% 
per cent., making the net increase in earn- 
ings 10 per cent., which the miners claim 
is not being paid by the Markle Company 
through some way of figuring they.do not 
understand.

It was learned yesterday that the anthra- 
cite colliertes of the Erie Railroad broke all 
records in the output last month by min- 


ing 700,000 tons. Of that quantity about 
tons a day came to 
here. Between 50,000 and 60,000 tons have 
been coming to tidewater daily lately. It 
was said in the office of the Erie Railroad 


| Company that the average normal output 


for the Erie collieries was 500,000 
month. During last April, when an anthra- 
cite strike was anticipated, 600,000 tons 
were mined. 

A representative of the company said, in 
reference to the apparent scarcity of coal: 
“The dealers are not responsible for the 
scarcity of coal. It must be remembered 
that other places besides New York have to 
be cared for.” 

One factor that led to inequality in the 


| distribution of coal has been the desire of | 


some persons to fill their cellars, no matter 
who might be without coal. 

A representative of Burns Brothers, 26 
Cortlandt Street, said: 

“The coal question is as big a problem as 
In Bast New York and South Brook- 
lyn coal is scarcer than in Manhattan, 
so. -eople in East New York are paying 
carters to come to Manhattan and cart 
coal over for them. Other parts of Long 
Island are in equally bad shape.” 

An East New York houscholder 


paid a 


| man $5 to cart a ton of coal from Manhat- 


tan to his house, besides the price of the 
coal. Residents in other parts of Brooklyn 
were also paying for the carting of their 
coal to. their homes. In the South 
3rooklyn and Fort Hamilton districts yes- 
terday only one out of ten was able to get 
coal in any other way than by the bushel. 
The price of wood was jumping up in 
Brooklyn. 

The dealers say that cartage is increas- 
ing in price and that the price of towing 
coal in barges has more than doubled. Coal 
is also unable to be delayed in transit or 
lost. Two days ago two barges, contain- 
ing 600 tons of domestic anthracite, went 
down in the Hast River. 
liveries in small lots on the day the coal 
was due to mote than 400 customefs.

BOSTON, Dec. 8.—Boston appears to be 
facing a coal famine. The situation tu-day 
is the most serious ever known by the 


local coal dealers, and most of the leading | 


local retailers have stopped taking orders. 
Boston has something like 10,000 tons per 
day of anthracite due it from the Eastern 
shipment supply of New York, but it ts not 
getting anything like this amount. Even 
if the whole supply of Eastern shipment 
coal, estimated at 51,000 tons daily, came to 
this city it would not equal the normal 
amount. 

The price is nominally unchanged at $9 
per ton, but there is every indication that 
the price will be higher within 
few days, as the suburban dealers have 
already put the price up to $12 a ton, and 
even higher in some cases. Boston has 
1,500,000 tons less than. last year at this 
time, and one of the wholesalers said to- 
day that he questiomad very seriously 
whether anybody could find 10,000 tons of 
hard coal on the Boston wharves to-day. 
The normal consumption of Boston amounts 
to something like 5,000 tons a day. The re- 
eceipts of coal of all kinds in Boston up to 
Saturday for the last week were 91,436 
tons.

INDIGNATION IN BALTIMORE. 


Commission of Business Men Will In-

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 8.—With 
temperature 15 degrees below freezing 
point, three-fourths of the homes in this 
city without coal, notwithstanding the 
fact that the anthractie region is within a 
day’s railroad run and plenty of railroad 
facilities, the people of Baltimore now face 
a crisis that is causing intense distress and 
arousing bitter indignation.

children lay ill with diphtheria, and 
yhysician said that without heat 
ives were in great peril. This is only one 
of many cases.” 


NEED COAL IN NEW HAVEN.

One man, who said his family was suffer- 
ing, threatened to tear down the coal shed 
if necessary, to get fuel. Some of the 
women wept as they told stories of suffer- 
ing. The police were powerless to help 
them. 

Most of the coal that has just come here 
will be shipped to inland points. Part of 
the lot is soft coal. Local dealers who had 
coal arrive yesterdey reported that it was 
all sold early to-day. 

The coal barge Dixie 3, which was in tow 
of the tug Charles McWilliams, was sunk 
in the harbor to-day with a full load of 
coal, and another barge, also loaded with 
coal, is adrift in the harbor.

|} of the Venezuelan customs unless a satis- 
factory settlement forthcoming within 
a brief period. 

The ultimatums have a time limit, but the 
exact date cannot be ascertained here. The 
Foreign Office states: 

‘*A reasonable time is given in which Ven- 
ezuela can satisfy the injured Governments. 
Both notes are oractically identical, al- 
though the amounts of the claims differ. 
| The notes merely reiterate the continued 
disregard by the Venezuelan Government of 
| all our representations, specify our claims, 
and demand immediate action on the part 
of President Castro's Government in con- 
nection therewith.”’ 

The British Gevernment’s case is prac- 
tically identical with the statements made 
in previous dispatches from London, in 
which it was announced that the present 
action was contemplated. 

Should the British ultimatum meet with 
a hostile reception, the British Minister at 
Caracas, W. H. D. Haggard, was matructed 
to go on board a British warship, or, if 
that was impracticable, to go into the 
neighboring British colony.

No ef- 
forts have been spared by the British Gov- 
ernment to obtain an amicable settlement 
of these cases, but in none of them have 
satisfactory explanations been. forthcom- 
ing. Latterly the representations of the 
British Minister have been practically un- 
noticed.- There are also cases in which 
British subjects and companies have large 
claims. We have been acting in conjunc- 
tion with the German Government, which 
| also has large claims against Venezuela. 

‘A final communication has been made 
to the Venezuelan Government by the Brit- 
ish Minister and the German Chargé d’Af- 
faires. If no satisfactory reply is received 
the Governments have decided to take 
such measures as may be necessary to 
enforce their claims.”’ 

Replying to a supplementary question, 
Mr. Balfour said he understood that the 
communication to Venezuela was neither 
| joint nor identical. 
| Mr. Balfour's announcement is regarded 
} as merely the obvious culmination to a sit- 
uation which has been becoming daily more 
critical for the past three months.

The Foreign Office says: 

“There is not the slightest desire to co- 
erce Venezuela, and if any answer had 
been made to our repeated y#otests and 
demands no such action as now_ taken 
would have been proceeded with.

“Tt is now too late in the day for any- 
thing but purely diplomatic arrangements 
to be accepted in satisfaction for our in- 
juries. When the fleets have assembled 
there is scarcely time to deal with bankers, 
A financtal settlement should have 
suggested long ago. and would have been 
welcomed by both Germany and ourselves, 
However, eny bona fide proposition will 
receive careful attention. Reconstruction 
in commercial affairs is always better than 
liquidation, and, if the reconstruction of 
the Venezuelan finances can be accom- 
plished to the satisfaction of our -diple- 
matic claims and individual losses, both 
Germany and Great Britain will have 
achieved their ends.”

to be suspected as a consequence of the 
revolution that I lately crushed. 

“Notwithstanding the official 
of the news, I refuse to believe it, because 
it is inconceivable that nations which en- 
tertain cordial friendly relations with 
Venezuela should prefer to resort to force 
rather than follow the diplomatic path, es- 
pecially when the difference 
comes fully within the jurisdiction of our 
laws, which are based the principle of 
justice, and which, together with the other 
attributes of authority, I have just re- 
deemed. Had Venezuela refused to fulfill 
her fiscal engagements and had justice and 
diplomacy exhausted their resources against 
such an attempt. only then could such ex- 
treme acts be expected, but this will never 
happen.”’ 

President Castro explains further on that 
his Government has not increased the debt 
of Venezuela, and that he paid for all that 
Was ordered during the revolution, includ- 
ing the German and other railroad freight 
charges occasioned by the transportation of 
troops.

urer. Murphy's defense was that the or- 
ganization was unincorporated, and that he, 
a partner, could not steal from a partner- 
ship. The issuance and argument of the 
writ, it was stated, brought up for the first 
time in the United States the question of 
whether an officer or member of an unin- 
corporated society could be prosecuted 
criminally on account of the organization's 
financial affairs. 

‘Your proposition is."’ observed Justice 
Fitzgerald, ‘‘ that an officer of an unincor- 
porated association, such as the Treasurer, 
as in this case, can take the moneys of the 
society, and perhaps misappropriate them, 
and not be liable to a criminal prosecution. 
In other words, that if he does so no crime 
in the eyes of the law has been committed.” 

Lawyer Nugent said that was exactly his 
contention.

“LETTER FROM MR. CASSATT. 
He Tells the Merchants’ Association 


the Road Does Not Intend to De- 
velop Montauk Point. 


To obtain from the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company a statement of its plans and pur- 
poses with respect to certain debated 
points that have been brought up in the 
consideration of the tunnel franchise mat- 
ter, the Merchants’ Association of New 

| York on Dec. 5 addressed a letter to Presi- 
dent Cassatt, in which direct questions 
were asked on the mooted subjects. A 
full reply was received yesterday. 

The association wanted to know, primar- 
ily, whether it is not a fact that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company owns and con- 


trols large water front on the New Jersey 
| shore and along Buttermilk Channel, on 
| which property it is the intention of the 
| road to build piers, warehouses, wharves, 
&c., in the near tuture, and it such be the 
case, whether it would not be to the ad- 
vantage of this city and at the same time 
an efiective reply to the allegations as to 
the company desiring to make Montauk 
Point a tree port. 

It asked whether it were not the desire of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in building the 
tunnel to secure a fair portion ot the 
through traific trom New tngland States 
to the West, now almost entireiy controlled 
by the New York Central Railroad and its 
Kastern connection, the Boston and Al- 
bany, and if the securing of this business 
would not make the course of the traffic 
through New York City. . 

It asked, too, if, in view of the ownership 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad of tae Long 
Island Raiiroad, it is not the purpose to 
deveiop the suburban territory of Long Isl- 
and, and thus make cneap homes for labor- 
ing people possible. 

President Cassatt’s reply was as follows: 

First—That the object of the Pennryivania 
Railroad Company in constructing the tunnel ex- 
tension into New York is to develop the passen- 
ger traffic on its system. It is expected that a 
direct all-rail connection with New York wih 
not only enable the company to secure its fair 
share of competitive travel, but that Detter 
facilities will largely increase travel from all 
points, especially suburban travel. We  be- 
lieve that quick and cheap transportation will 
result in the rapid development of the adjacent 
part of Long Island as a place for homes of 
moderate cost to the working people ct New 
York, and will also largely increase the Sum- 
.ner travel to the seashore resorts on the island, 
| Second—We have never contemplated using the 

tunnel for freight traffic and we pe'ieve its 

capacity will be fully occupied by the passenger 
movement. We propose continuing to Go our 

New York freight traffic by car float te piers 

on the two rivers as at present, and interchange 

with Long Island and New England by ineans of 

a ferry between the New Jersey shore and Bay 

Ridge. The connection between the cong Islana 

Railroad and the New York, New Haven and 

Hartford Railroad will be made by bridge across 

the East River and Ward's Island. 

Third—As to any purpose of ours to establish 
free port at Montauk Point, we presume that 
that question has already been so -ffectively 
and fully answered that there is hardly any 
necessity for my again repeating that ihe con- 
struction of the tunnel has nothing whatever to 
do with Montauk Point. The company hus not. 
and never had, any intention to build up Men- 
tauk Point as a rival to the City of New York, 

| and it does not see how it would eifher be prac- 
| ticable or profitable to transport freight through 
or around New York to a point 125 miles beyond, 
or where. the compensation for moving the 
freight this additional distance would come from. 

Any one ¢onversant with the shipping business 

knows that vessel rates from New York would 

be as low or lower at all times than from Mon- 
tauk Point, and the cost of moving this addi- 

| tional distance would, therefore, fall upon the 
rail carriers without any corresponding Increase 
in compensation. 

Fourth—We are now constructing at very heavy 
expense at Greenville on the New Jersey shore 
a large freight terminal mainly to accommodate 
the traffic to be delivered by Highter to piers 
and vessels in New York Harbor. 

Fifth—We have no doubt that the :onstruction 
of the tunnel and terminal facilities at Green- 
ville will generally increase our business, both 
passenger and freight, to and from the City of 
New York.

The dominant note which ran through 
the discussion—and it was struck as strong- 
ly by those who spoke as representatives 
of the employers’ class as by the repre- 
sentatives of labor—was that an enlight- 
ened public opinion, as well as the inter- 
ests ot capital and labor, insistently de- 
manded the reaching of an understanding 
between employers and employes which 
would be a safeguard against conflicts 
which lead to strikes, boycotts, and vio- 
lence. 

Three ideas which stood out prominently 
in the discussion were the suggestion of 
Alfred Mosely for the capitalization of 
labor; the suggestion of C. M. Carpenter for 
a labor department in all industries, and 
that of Charles Francis Adams for the 
bringing to bear on labor differences of 
compulsory influence. 


ALFRED MOSELY SPEAKS. 


Senator Hanna called the meeting to or- 
der and introduced Mayor Low, who ex- 
tended a hearty welcome to the delegates. 
When the Mayor had spoken, Senator 
Hanna introduced Alfred Mosely, who told 


of the tour made by himself and his dele- 
gation ot English labor leaders through 
the United States in search of information 
bearing upon industrial conditions. He 
said that everywhere they were received 
with the utmost courtesy and that every 
facility was afforded to them to learn all 
they wanted to know that American man- 
ufacturers or American workmen could 
tell them. Mr. Mosely noted the differ- 
ence which he had discovered between in- 
dustria. conditions in the United States and 
those existing in England. One of the 
chief reasons for England’s backwardness 
in manufactures, as compared with the 
United States, Mr. Mosely stated, was the 
indisposition of the English manufacturer 
to make full use of the intelligence of his 
workinen. 

‘“‘When the English workman comes to 
the master with a suggestion,” said Mr. 
Mosely, ‘“‘ the master is very likely to say 
to him: ‘ Who’s running this business—are 

bu or am I?’ I find it is very different in 

United States, where the workmen, in 
ly all instances, are encouraged to give 
r employers the benefit of their expe- 
ce and their best thought and find re- 
an fit for so doing.” 
-In relating -how he came to make his 
present trip to the United States with a 
delegation of workmen from his own coun- 
try, Mr. Mosely said: 

“T am a colonial Englishman born, but I 
have spent the greater part of my life in 
the British colonies, principally South Af- 
rica. I was there interested in mining. We 
mined for years in our diamond mines es- 
pecially, with a variety of English engi- 
neers; but we made no progress. Diggers 
came and went; some held on by the skin 
of their teeth, and others made a little 
money; but the great bulk failed. Compa- 
nies were formed and they in turn, one aft- 
er the other, had to close down until an 
American engineer called Gardner Williams 
arrived upon the scene, and he was followed 
by a large number of others, engineers and 
a variety of others, and it is to the Ameri- 
can engineer that we owe the success, all 
the success, of South Africa. 

“The mining propositions have been put 
on a sound basis in South Africa, not by 
the English engineer in the first place—he 
may have learned afterward—but primarily 
by the American. I was astonished by their 
methods, and I made up my mind it was 
necessary, as one who studies economics, to 
visit the country that had produced such 
men.’ 

The English manufacturers, Mr. Mosely 
said, had been too prone to keep old ma- 
chinery and sweat the workingmen so long 
as they were able to produce an article at 
a price which would give them a fair 
margin of profit. Mr. Mosely declared him- 
self in favor of unions, if properly run. He 
believed that every man ought to be free 
to sell his labor where he pleased. On tne 
question of hours of labor, Mr. Mosely 
said he thought there would have to be an 
international understanding. It would be 
useless. he said, for the United States to 
adopt an elght-hour day if Germans stuck 
to the ten-hour day. The labor unions, he 
said, should now recognize that the United 
States was manufacturing for the world, 
not fcr the United States alone, and that, 
therefore, conditions outside must receive 
some consideration 

Men like Gompers and Mitchell, he said, 
Should study the question of freight rates, 
of rates of exchange, the gold premiums in 
other countries and the like. He thought it 
woul] make for peace if capitalists would 
put labor ‘eaders in the way of getting 
such information. It would be a good idea, 
he said if men like Mitchell and Gompers 
could go abroad to study labor conditions 
in Europe, as he had brought his men to 
atudy labor conditions here. 

RAD TRUSTS CURE THEMSELVES. 

Mr. Mosely said he believed in trusts. Bad 
trusts would work their own cure. Capital 
and labor, he said, were partners. But 
there was a dollar to divide, and the zreat 
question was how to divide it. On this 
question Mr. Mosely said: 

“TIT cannot see why a sum of money in 
the shape of stock should not be placed on 
one side to represent labor. Say, for argu- 
ment sake, there is a corporation being 
tormed with $100,000,000. Why could you 
not take thirty, forty, tifty, sixty—I don’t 
pretcnd to place the amount—millions of 
dollars and place it on one side, and say 
that represents labor, and the other side 
represents capital. The labor side of it 
shall be banked in trust for the .working 
man and that shall be distribyted at the 
end of the year pro rata according to the 
vages that the men are earning. It would 
simplify the matter. It would give the 
workingman a direct interest in the work 
that is going on and without that interest, 
without you have the hearts of your work- 
ingmen with you, there can be no real 
solid progress with regard to your manu- 
factures.”’ 

Senator Hanna next introduced N. P. 
Walls, Generali Secretary of the Blast Fur- 
nacemen’s Association of England. 

“One of the things I admire about the 
Federation,” said Mr. Walls. “is that it 
does not pretend to interfere with any- 
tody’s business. -The moment a disinter- 
ested party who does not understand the 
technicalities of the question attempts to | 

ut a finger in the’ pie, the pie is spoiled.” 

Laughter.] 

At the conclusion of Mr, Wall's remarks 
the meeting took a recess until 2:30. When 
Senator Hanna again called the body to 
order he _ stated that Charles Francis 
Adams. who was to deliver the address of 
the afternoon, had not arrived, his train 
being delayed. Pending Mr. Adams’s ar- 
rival he said he would call upon other gen- 
tlemen to address the meeting. He called 
first upon Archbishop Ireland. The Arch- 
bishop had previously pleaded to be ex- 
cused on the ground that he had nothing 
special to say, but when he was compelled 
to take the stand he said that nothing 
with such eloquence as to win hearty ap- 
cee. Among other things the Arch- 

ishop said: 

“This great :ndustriel posterity develop- 
ment marking the nineteenth century has 
arisen largely from the development of the 
human intellect. Men have gone abroad 
into all parts of the world, made discov- 


————— — ~ 


erfes of all the resources of nature, have 
prepared humanit to grasp these re- 
sources. Intellect has entered into all the 
classes of society. The workingman to-day 
is a thinking being. He has read; he has 
studied; he knows what may be done; he 
feels what should be done. 

‘‘What we want is discussion. I am not 
afraid of the discussion of any question in 
America. Let us give to every man his 
rights and by giving to every man_ his 
rights, we educate that man into the high 
principles of justice and religion to give his 
right to every other man. his breath of 
intelligence among the people, this awak- 
ening of public activity, is by no means a 
peril, as some would have us say. Whereve 
there is a mind we must enlighten it; 
whereyer there is a conscience Wwe must 
awaken it. Wherever there is an arm we 
must strengthen it, and by strengthening 
every individual member of socicty we 
strengthen all society. 

“And not only must we have confi- 
dence in humanity itself, but we must 
have confidence in the all-ruling Provi- 
dence which has placed humanity upon this 
earth, and which directs it toward its ulti- 
mate goal.” f 

Cc. U. Carpenter of Dayton, Ohio, who is 
connected with the cash register works at 
that place, said he believed the time would 
come when capita) would be as thorougnly 
organized as labor and much in the same 
way. He said he believed that all great 
industries should have their department of 
labor. 


PARIS TUNNEL FRANCHISE. 


G. C. Sykes, Secretary of the Street Rail- 
way Commission of Chicago, spoke in fa- 
vor of compulsory arbitration for all cor- 
porations controlling public utilities. Euro- 
pean and Canadian cities, he said, very 


commonly insert in franchise grants stipu- 
lations concerning the maximum length of 
the working day and the minimum wage 
for employes. The most elaborate provis- 
ions of this kind with which he was famil- 
jar, Mr. Sykes said, were those recently 
made by the City of Paris for the benefit 
of the employes on the new Paris system 
of subways and underground railways. 

“If the city itself were managing 4 
street railway system,” said Mr. Sykes, 
‘the employes would be treated in such a 
manner as to insure a service free from in- 
terruption on account of strikes. In so 
far as fair treatment of employes may ‘be 
necessary to continuous service, private 
corporations operating street railways un- 
der a franchise from the city should be re- 
quired to treat their employes as the city 
itself would treat them were it their direct 
employer. 

“Mr. Vreeland, manager of your street 
railway system here, to my mind, is not 
comparable to the manager of a strictly 
yrivate business. He is comparable to the 
Cond of your Police or Fire Department. 

Before Mr. Sykes had concluded Mr. 
Charles Francis Adams had arrived, and 
Senator Hanna introduced him as the next 
speaker. Mr. Adams made an elaborate 
argument for the adoption of a plan of 
what he called ‘‘ compulsory influence.’ He 
told of how a strike on the Boston and 
Maine Railroad had been settled some years 
ago through the moral force of a report 
made by the Railroad Commission as to the 
merits of the controversy. The commission 
had no power to enforce its findings, but 
when it had taken full evidence and had 
given its opinion and its reasons therefor, 
public opinion within a few days compelled 
the acceptance by the parties to the con- 
troversy of its findings. Mr. Adams said 
it would be a good thing to have a public 
tribunal, which could be summoned into ex- 
istence by the President, when the emer- 
gency arose to consider any industrial con- 
troversy and with power to summon wit- 
nesses and compel the production of papers. 
The report of such a tribunal, if well rea- 
soned and fair, he said, would carry with 
it the force of enlightened public opinion, 
and before that force neither of the parties 
to the controversy would be able to stand 
out, for the reason that in the United 
States public opinion has a very summary 
as well as effective way of enforcing its 
own process. 

“What is wanted in industrial disturb- 
ances,’’ said Mr. Adams, ‘is not force, but 
light and guidance. The word compulsion 
has a very unpleasant sound to Americans. 
In theory only is the thing popular. With 
us the final appeal must always be to rea- 
son, and public opinion enforces the edict 
of that appeal. It is the tendency toward 
compulsion against which, I submit, it is 
the especial function of the Civic Federa- 
tion to protest.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Adams said: 

“The trouble with us is that we are al- 
ways prating of the force of public opin- 
ion, but when the exigency arises we evince 
no confidence in it. Like a parcel of chil- 
dren, we are apt to cry out for the master 
to come in and force instant obedience with 
the rod. I submit that permanent results 
with us in America are not reached in that 
way. Let us in this matter have the cour- 
age of our convictions. 

**T have already iy em my belief that, 
if such a system as I have here suggested 
could be brought into being through a very 
simple act of legislation, which, open to 
no Constitutional or other objection, would 
be in entire accord with our industrial sys- 
tem, our tradtions, and the American ideals, 
it would settle nine matters of controversy 
which arise out of ten. I now further sub- 
mit it is highly desirable from every point 
of view that the tenth case of controversy 
should not be settled, but should be fought 
out. In the practical affairs of life, as we 
all know, it is necesary now and then that 
the fight should be to a finish. Our own 
civil war was a case in point. No arbitra- 
tion ever could have settled that; no ap- 
peal to reason would have produced con- 
viction. 


COMPULSORY INFLUENCE PLAN, 


“What is necessary, in my judgment, is 
to organize that public opinion, and, when 
organized and made effective, to rely on it 


to produce all desirable results in the aver- 
age case. But it can only be organized by 
bringing it to bear through the medium of 
capable men, thoroughly informed upon the 
special matter under discussion, and com- 
etent to express courageous opinions clear- 

y. The tribunal doing this should then 
dissolve. It should not continue in exist- 
ence, the target for criticism, partisan dis- 
cussion, and popular odium. Should a new 
case arise, another tribunal of a simular 
character would at the proper time be 
called into being to deal with it in its turn. 

As the result of my conversation with 
Col. Wright and Mr. Lodge I have under- 
taken to draw up a simple act, in flew sec- 
tions, based upon the foregoing principies 
end looking to the results indicated. it 
could be passed by any State or by Con- 
gress. It would contravene no Constiiu- 
tional provision or private right, but simply 
secure to the third party involved in every 
controversy of this sort, of any magnitude, 
the right to get at the facts in dispute and, 
after so doing, to bring to bear an intelli- 
gent pressure of its own looking to a rea- 
sonable solution of troubles which may 
hereafter arise.”’ 

John McMackin of the State Labor Com- 
mission of New York State told the mcet 
ing of the strect car strike up the State. 
After inconveniencing the general pubiic 
for a considerable period and costing the 
counties through which the road passed in 
the neighborhood of $50,000 the railroad 
company, he said, had acknowledged itscif 
to be in the wrong. 

The last speaker of the day was G. N. 
Barnes of the Amalgamated Engineers of 
England.

When court adjourned yesterday the work 
of getting a jury had been completed. The 
prisoner sat during the day in the same 
attitude of dull indifference which had been 
characteristic of him up to the time of 
the outbreaks on Friday.

Medical Jurisprudence Society De- 
fers Hostile Regolution. 


Justice Fort of New Jersey Talks of 
Modern Methods of Dealing with 
Criminals — Probation for 
First Cases. 


A resolution aimed at the Coroners’ of- 
fice was introduced at the meeting of the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence, which 
was held last night at the Academy of 
Medicine. Unlike other medical Svdies, who 
generally have taken/favorable : ction im- 
mediately on resolutions of similar pur- 
port, the Society of Medical Jurisprudence 
decided to go more slowly about any plans 
they might entertain for the "ndoing of 
the Coroners, and deférred action on the 
resolution until their January meeting. The 
resolution was introduced by Dr. Harry L. 
Purdy of 149 Lexington Avenue. 

““Many of you undoubtedly know that 
there is an agitation going on at present 
for the abolition of the Coroners’ office,” 
he said. ‘Comparatively few, however, 
are aware of the strength of that agita- 
tion. Practically all members of the med- 
ical and legal professions have agreed that 
the office is a useless om and one that 
ought to be abolished, and efforts have 
been made in the past to repeal the statute 
under which it exists. The present move- 
ment, however, is stronger than any that 
has gone before, and I am in a position 
to tell wou to night that a bill providing 
for the abolition of the office will be in- 
troduced during the early part of the next 


session of the Legislature, this time I be- 
lieve with success.’’ 

The resolution committed the society to 
the abolition of the Coroners’ office, and 
provided for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three lawyers to co-operate with 
committees of other medical bodies with 
that end in view, and for the purpose of 
devising a proper substitute. 

Some opposition developed, but a mo- 
tion to lay the resolution on the table was 
Gefeated by a comfortable majority. Dr. 
A A. Berg, one of the members, however, 
said he did not think the society couid 
atford to act rashly in a question of this 
importance, and a motion to defer action 
unt] the January meeting prevailed. 

Earlier in the evening the members list- 
ened to an address by Justice J. Franklin 
Fort of New Jersey on ‘‘ Modern Methods 
for the Reform&tion of Criminals.’’ Just- 
ice Fort a year ago called together the 
Grand Jury of Monmouth County, N: J., 
and ordered them to take steps against the 
proprietors of fashionable gambling re- 
sorts at Long Branch, an action which led 
to the closing of every gambling house 
there, and the gamblers have not at- 
tempted to do business since. 

‘In dealing with criminals,” salad Jus- 
tice Fort, ‘“‘we would accomplish by far 
the best results by application of the home- 
ly adage: ‘An ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure.’ As soon as we ac- 
cept and act upon the principle that all 
punishment is for the prevention of crime 
in the future, and not sooner, measures to 
mend and reform the criminal classes by 
= punishment we inflict, will be adopt- 
ed.”’ 

The Justice said that the greatest prob- 
lem confronting criminologists of to-day 
was how to deal with first offenders, and 
added that his experience had led him to 
believe that the only method effective of 
results was through the probation system 
now in force iv many States. 

“In our State,’ he continued, “‘ the pro- 
bation period is three years. These three 
years, with their forced self-discipline and 
their compulsory good habits, involve a 
self-effected upbuilding of character and a 
general moral uplift to the offender, 
through which results are reached which 
could not be attained by any other means. 

‘“‘In Essex County during the twenty 
months in which the law has been in opera- 
tion 300 men and women have been placed 
on probation, and out of this number there 
are only fifteen cases on record where the 
offender has had to be recommitted to the 
eourt, and only two cases in which they 
were sent to the penitentiary.” 

Justice Fort said he had been won over 
to the idea that the indeterminate sentence 
with neither maximum nor minimum pen- 
alty fixed was the best system to apply 
generallv in the case of old offenders. 

“But in order to properly safeguard the 
interests of the prisoner there should be an 
impartial tribunal established in every 
State, a court of discharge which should 
deal with special cases, I would not take 
the power from the managers of the penal 
institutions, but in a case where an offend- 
er was not paroled within a reasonable time 
he should have the right to have his case 
reviewed before such a tribunal.” 

Such a tribunal, Justice Fort said, should 
be composed of the Governor of the State, 
the Wardens of the several prisons in the 
State, and some proper medical authority. 
and possibly some layman. More humane 
methods in dealing with criminals, he sug- 
rested, would afford more opnortunities 
for a scientific study of their make-up, and 
lead to methods being deyised by which the 
individual could be elevated and reclaimed.

DENIAL FROM SENATOR HANNA. 


He Declares That He Is Not a Presi- 
dential Candidate and Does Not 
“ Want the Jodi” 


Senator Hanna yesterday made the posi- 
tive declaration that he was not a capdi- 
date for the Presidency and did not ex- 
pect to be. The Senator was shown a re- 
port from Washington to the effect that L. 
T. Michener, ex-Attorney General of In- 
diana, and now a resident of Washington, 
D. C., had written a letter to friends in In- 
diano telling them that President Roose- 
velt’s friends were uneasy about the ef- 
forts which it was understood Senator 
Hanna's friends were making to capture 
the delegation of that State to the con- 
vention of 1904. Gen. Michener asked his 
friends to inform him whether, in their 
opinion, there was any chance of Senator 


Hanna taking the delegation away “ from 
Roosevelt or Fairbanks." 

‘*Senator, do you care to say anything 
about that?” the Senator was asked, when 
he had read the dispatch. 

‘Do I care to say anything about it? 
Well, that’s modest. I'll bet you'll go 
around with a corkscrew in your pocket,” 
responded the Senator with good humor. 

‘Do you believe Michener ever sent such 
a letter as that?’ he continued, after 
looking over the article a second time. “I 
am inclined to think the letter is bogus. 
Michener used to be a good politician. He 
was one of Harrison’s campaign managers, 
you remember. But if he wrote such a let- 
ter as that, I should think he was not the 
politician he once was.” 

‘“Supposing the letter to be genuine, 
what have you to say about it?”’ 

** All I have to say is what I have said 
many times to those who have broached the 
subject of my candidacy for the Presi- 
dency to me, ‘I am not a candidate, I do 
nto expect to be a candidate, and I don't 
want the job.’ ”’ 

At this juncture a friend stepped up to 
Senator Hanna and said he desired tq in- 
troduce to him a gentleman who was anx- 
ious to meet him, 

**I just wanted to shake the hand of the 
next President,"’ said the gentleman intro- 


duced. 

“What did you say your initials were?" 
asked the Senator. ‘I have a long list of 
my foo) friends, and I would like to add 
your name to the list.” 

“That's all right, Senator,’”’ said the 
gentleman who had made the introduction, 
“but we want you for President, and we 
are going to have you. What we want is 
a man who understands the business in- 
terests of the country.” 

“IT am sixty-five years old, and I think I 
have done my share of hard work,” said 
Senator Hanna. “ The idea of taking up 
the responsibilities of President doesn't 
in the least appeal to me.”

SOME EVILS OF CHARITY 


Millionaires’ Promiscuous Gifts 
Discussed by an Economist. 


Lecture of John A. Hobson of England 
Before the Society of Ethical 
Culture. 


John A. Hobson, the English cconomist, 
foresaw some evils to the Commonwealth 
from the promiscuous donations of mill- 
ionaires in his lecture before the Society 
for Ethical Culture, at 109 West Fifty- 
fourth Street, last evening. He commended 
Mr. Carnegie only in so far as he put his 
gifts to the public into brick and mortar, 
sald, immediately after having described the 
career of Cecil Rhodes, that it was danger- 
ous to the public good that a dead hand 
should control education, and remarked 
that the gifts of rich men are likely to 
ward off criticism of the manner in which 
they had made their wealth. He referred 
to the adage about not looking a gitt horse 
in the mouth. 

The subject of the lecture was ‘“ The 
Charity of Millionaires.” Mr. Hobson ad- 
mitted that it seemed like the carping of a 
cynic to criticise the motive or result of 
the gifts of the rich. ‘‘ These great million- 
aires are not our enemies,’ he said. ‘* They 
are our noblest and most enlightened 
friends—men who, instead of expending 
their wealth upon their personal gratifica- 
tion, study the public need—make good 
from their private opulence the defects of 
the Commonwealth. But in England we are 
beginning to reproach our rich, to point to 


the superior munificence of American mill- 
fonaires. When years ago Carnegie preached 
his gospel of wealth—that it was a duty to 
regard it as a trust to be administered for 
public good—he caused us to think. The 
poor heard this gospel gladly; stranger still, 
even some of the rich. Society not merely 


commends the gifts of the rich; {t applauds | 


them. 
great mass of the 
plied? 

“Is there no loss of independence in this? 
I challenge any one to deny that these 
methods of getting money for public pur- 
poses do not awake in the receiver at any 
rate that sentiment of patronage which is 
the mortal enemy of independence in an 
individual or in a city. I was brought up 
in a town which depended for its best pub- 
lic improvements upon a rich brewer—Mi- 
chael Thomas Bass—a generous, kind-heart- 
ed, open-handed man, without personal 
pride or a perceptible feeling of patronage, 
but [I know well the slavish reaction of the 
civic mind, the reluctance of the municipal 
authorities to put their hands into the pub- 
lic purse even for the most wholesome ob- 
jeets, the calculating schemes to extract 
new benefits in the way of parks, schools, 
or hospitals from the great benefactor. 
Those who know such men as Mr. Carnegie, 
Parsmore Edwards, and. others cannot 
doubt the honesty of their motives, but 
such personal regard must not divert us 
from the greater question: Is society to be 
saved by milllonaires?

The good, easy, popular 
assumption is that a man has made his 
money. Most millionaires are men who 


have more than the usual business ca- | 


pacitv. They may even have rendered the 
public some service in acquiring their mill- 
ions, but the measure of public service they 
render is not always equal to the injury 
they do to society. It is not always easy 
to trace the origins of great wealth. It 
is sometimes accomplished by the incre- 
ment of land values, by combinations to 
secure control of the market—limit the out- 
put; by rebates and discriminations, tariff 
manipulations, lobbying to that end; by 
speculative coups, &c. 

“Those engaged tn private charities know 
the dangers of promiscuous giving. What 
about the public? Has it no character to 
lose? Does not charity buy off justice? 
Great munificence appeals to the soft- 
hearted. The question is this: What can 
the millionaire best serve by his gifts? 
Some say, let the millionaire supply needs 
which He in advance of public opinion— 
works which the public purse cannot buy. 
These might perhaps include the allevia- 
tion of physical suffering. 

‘“‘ Without proper discrimination the char- 
ity of millionaires is proving dangerous. 
What fis most needed for social enlighten- 
ment is a flood of free daylight upon the 
arts of human knowledge related to the 
most vital issues of reform. Is the million- 
aire likely to supply them in his gifts 
toward higher education? Will he cmpley 
his millions in cutting down the branch 
on which he sits? It is not the dead hand, 
but living interests, that should wield the 
education for the masses. Let us remember 
that charity is not justice.”

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THE IMMIGRATION BILL UP 


Commissioner Williams Heard by 
a Senate Committee. 


He Indorses Certain Proposed Changes 


—Lunacy Commissioner Brown 
Telis of the Cost of Foreign- 


Born insane.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Senate oc- 
cupied itself to-day with the subject of im- 
migration. There was a long hearing. first 
during the morning before the Immigration 
Committee, of which Senator Penrose is 
Chairman. 

Mr. Williams, Immigration Commissioner 
at the port of New York, was the first to 
address the committee, and he pointed out 
a number of important changes desirable 
in the present law. With his experience at 
Ells Island he was able to indicate where 
the weakest places are in the present sys- 
tem of espionage over the classes of people 
who are coming to this country to make 
their permanent homes. There was much 
perjury at Ellis Island, Mr. Williams said, 


particularly with respect to diseased immi- 


grants, and a term if imprisonment should 


be fixed in cases of that kind. He was em- 
phatic in favoring the sale of liquors at 
immigrant stations, and insisted that the 
Secretary of the “Treasury should have au- 
thority to say what should be sold at these 


stations. 

In reply to a question by Senator Lodge, 
Mr. Williams justified the proposed in- 
crease of the head tax from _ $1.50 to $3, on 
the ground that it would furnish more rev- 
enue to enable the force that is employed 
to watch immigrants, and would result in a 
more strict enforcement of the law. He 
said the Bureau of Immigration was every 
day finding that it was necessary to 
strengthen the service at all the Atlantic 
ports, and the increased tax would be none 
too much to pay for the service that would 
be required. 

Commissioner General Sargent occupied 
some time in showing what the cost of the 
service was, and said that it had been more 
during the past year than ever before, the 
whole cost being $1,895,000. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the 
hearing was the address of A. Goodwin 
Brown of the New York State Commission 
of Lunacy. Mr. Brown said in the State 
insane hospitals of New York there are 
24,000 inmates, and they are increasing at 
the rate of about 700 a year. One-half of 
the large number, he declared, are foreign 
born, and should not have been permitted 
to land. He offered a proposed amendmnt 
to the bill extending the time to two years 
for deporting an illen who has become a 
public charge, and with the additional pro- 
vision that “ any alien who becomes a pub- 
lic charge by reason of lunacy, idiocy, or 
epilepsy within two years after arrival will 
be presumed to have become such from 
causes existing prior to landing, unless the 
contrary be affirmatively shown.” 

Answering Senator Lodge, Mr. Brown 
said that in the course ot ten years the 
foreign-born insane in this country will 
cost the United States $50,000,000. He de- 
clared that the State of New York would 
be willing to pay the entire expense of de- 
porting all who came to the State and who 
became insane within the two years pro- 
vided in his amendment, should it be adopt- 
ed, as it now costs the State more than 
$5,000,000 a year to take care of insane per- 
sons. 

The foreign insane, Mr. Brown said, an- 
swering Senator Lodge, were largely from 
the pauper class, 

Dr. A. B. Richardson, Commissioner of 
Lunacy of New York State, corroborated 
the statements of Mr. Brown regarding the 
proportion of foreign-born insane in hos- 
pitals, and urged the closest restrictions on 
aliens. In cases of suspects Dr. Richard- 
son urged that the burden of proof be put 
on the individual and not on the Govern- 
ment. 

The Senate subsequently adopted all the 
committee amendments to the Immigration 
bill, with the exception of one prescribing 
an educational test and also the action of 
the committee in striking out Section 36 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicants within 
the Capitol building. 

The amendment fixing a _ three-dollar 
head tax on each immigrant coming into 
the United States furnished the principal 
topic for debate. Mr. Gallinger insisted 
that there was less necessity for it now 
than there was a year ago, but it was 
adopted without division. A new amend- 
ment was added designed to stop the al- 
leged perjury on the pert of persons seek- 
ing admission to the United States and the 
committee amendment making the head tax 
a lien on the property of the transportation 
lines bringing immigrants to the United 
States was stricken out. An amendment 
also was agreed to exempting from the tax 
aliens in transit through the United States 
and aliens once admitted and who have 
paid the tax. 

The Senate then laid aside the bill until 
to-morrow. 


LIFE INSURANCE DECISIONS. 


The United States Supreme Court Set- 
tles Two Cases Regarding Pay- 
ments of Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&—The United 
States Supreme Court rendered two deci- 
sions to-day in life insurance cases. 

The court affirmed the opinion of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in the case of the 
Knights Templars and Masons’ Life Insur- 
ance Company vs. Rosa B. Jarmen. 

The case involved the validity of the sui- 
cide statute of Missouri of 1879, providing 
that suicide shall not be a defense agajnst 
the payment of a lite insurance policy, the 
policy involved being upon the life of John 
P. Jarman, husband of Mrs. Rosa B. Jar- 
man, who, while insane, took his life in 
Grundy County, Miss., in 1898. 

The decision of the court sustained the 
law and held the company liable for the 
amount of the policy, regardless of the fact 
that the policy contained a clause for the 
avoidance of the policy in case of suicide 
‘“‘whether voluntary or involuntary, sane, 
or insane.”’ 

The other case was that of the Iowa Life 
Insurance Company vs. Lulu T. Lewis, in- 
volving the question as to whether collec- 
tion can be made on a life insurance policy 
on which the premium has not been paid. 

In this case a policy was issued by the 
Iowa company on the life of Thomas M. 
Lewis, a resident of Fort Worth, Texas, 
who gave a note for the payment of the 
first premium. This note never had been 
pane or renewed when Mr. Lewis died in 
1900. 

The case was decided in favor of Mrs. 
Lewis by the Circuit Court, for the North- 
ern District of Texas, but that decision was 
reversed by to-day’s opinion. The,opinion 
was handed down by Justice McKenna. 


MARTHA WASHINGTON STAMP. 


First Postage Stamp to Bear a Woman’s 
Portrait Has Been Issued.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The first post- 
age stamp ever issued by the United States 
Government, which bears the portrait of a 
woman, has been placed on sale in the 
Post Offices throughout the country. It is 
an eight-cent stamp, and has the likeness 
of Martha Washington. Banknotes and 
bonds bearing the portraits of women have 


been printed, but never stamps, The por- 
trait on the new stamp is the same as that 
+ Sees old Martha Washington one dollar 
bill. 

This is the second stamp of the new issue 
to be placed on sale, the first having been 
the Gen. Sherman stamp. The four-cent 
stamp, bearing Grant's portrait, and the 
five-cent stamp, with Lincoln's, will be 
ready in a few weeks. 


UNIFORMS WHEN ON DUTY. 


Secretary Moody May Apply to the 
Navy the Rule Prevailing in 
the Army.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Secretary Moody 
is considering the idea of ordering all naval 
officers in this city to wear their uniforms 
when on duty. The War and Navy De- 
partments are located in the same build- 
ing, and an order issued by Seofetary Root 
compels all army officers to wear their 
uniforms when on duty. The idea was 
Gen. Corbin's. 

No civilian going into the department on 


’ 


business could tell, in former days, wheth- 
er the man to whom he spoke was a Colo- 
nel or a clerk. If he addressed a man as 
“Major,” and then discovered that he 
was a typewriter, the civilian felt pained, 
while if he addressed a Major under the 
impression that he was a typewriter, the 
Major was always vastly angered. Hence 
going into the War Department was @ 
delicate matter for the average civilian. 

The officers did not like the order, be- 
cause it costs money to wear out a uni- 
form sitting arcund an office, and the 
average army officer is not too well sup- 
plied with money for frequent purchases of 
uniforms 

The naval officers are not pleased with 
the suggestion which has been made to 
Mr. Moody, but it is considered quite 
likely that he will issue an order directing 
them to wear their uniforms. The Presi- 
dent is understood to favor it. 


ANTI-TRUST MEASURES. 


Senator Nelson Proposes an Amendment 
to the Constitution; Also One to 
the Sherman Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Senator Nélson 
to-day introduced a joint resolution for an 
amendment to the Constitution so as to 
give Congress the power to control trusts, 
and also a ill to amend the Shetman anti- 
trust law by more stringent provisions. 
The provision for the amendment of the 
Constitution is as follows: 

“Congress »hall have power to define, 
regulate, prohibit, or dissolve trusts, mon- 
opolies, or combinations, whether existing 
in the form of a corporation or otherwise; 
Congress shall also have power to license, 
regulate, and control all corporations en- 
gaged in trade, commerce, or other busi- 
ness among the several States or with 
fereign nations.”’ 

The bill tor the amendment of the Sher- 
man law makes all mergers or combinations 
in restraint of trade illegal, and proviaes 
punishment of the offense by a fine of 
310.000 or imprisonment for one year, or 
both, against each person engaged in the 
combination. The bill also prohibits com- 
binati¢ns in restraint of trade and all at- 
tempts to monopolize any part of the trade 
of the several States or Territories, pro- 
viding a fine of $5,000 or imprisonment 


‘for a year in each case. 


Corporations engaged in inter-State _com- 
merce are required to file with the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission each year a 
statement of their business, and also a 
statement giving the names of persons to 
whom stock was originally issued and the 
price receivec for it. 


DUTY ON WAREHOUSED TEA. 


Secretary Shaw Recommends That the 
Law Be Modified to Admit of 
Free Withdrawal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Secretary Shaw 
has written a letter to Chairman Payne of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, 
recommending a modification of the exist- 
ing law so as to allow the free withdrawal 
of tea from bonded warehouses for the 
purpose of consumption. The Secretary 
urges that this action, to be accomplished 
either by amendment of Section 20 of the 
customs administrative act, or by a special 
act allowing the free withdrawal of tea 
now in warehouse, is necessary to avoid 
great hardship to tea merchants. 

The letter calls attention to a recent de- 
cision of the United States District Court 
for the Southern District of New York, 
which held that warehoused goods on with- 
drawal for consumption are dutiable at the 
rate in force when the goods were ware- 
housed. Congress has provided for the free 
admission of tea after Dec. 31 next, and in 
the various warehouses of the country there 
is a very large amount of tea imported un- 
der the impression that it could be ware- 
housed and withdrawn free after Dec. 31. 
The department, Secretary Shaw says, 
must collect duty according to existing 
statute. 

The amount of tea in bonded warehouses 
on Oct. 31, 1902, was 64,126,785 pounds. 
Other importations since that date, it is 
estimated, have increased that figure to 
approximately 70,000,000 pounds, the tax on 
which, if collected, would be $7,000,000, 


AUSTRIA’S ENVOY PROMOTED. 


Minister’s Credentials as Ambassador 
Are on the Way to This Country. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—The Austrian 
Minister, M. Ladislaus Hengelmiiller von 
Hengervar, has received notice by cable 
of his nomination on Saturday, Dec. 6, to 
the rank of Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary. His credentials are on the 
way to Washington, and under ordinary 
circumst¥nces will arrive Dec. 18. 

The Ambassador is now in New York 
awaiting the arrival of the Kronprinz, 
which has among her passengers his niece, 
the Baroness von Palm, daughter of Baron 
and Baroness von Palm of Bavaria, the 
latter a sister of Mr. Hengelmiiller, who 
wiil spend two months with her uncle at the 
Austrian Embassy in this cfty. Owing to 
her recent severe illness the Baroness 
ty eg Was unable to accompany 
her husband. 

The young Baroness von Palm will be a 
distinct acquisition to society, being a 
handsome and accomplished young woman 
of twenty-two, who comes to America aft- 
er having been presented at two courts and 
participated in the social life at Berlin 
and Vienna. As soon as her health will 
érmit Baroness Hengelmiiller will give a 
arge afternoon reception in her visitor's 
honor. 


INSULAR GOVERNMENT UPHELD. 


Petition of a Manila Lawyer Accused of 
Embezzlement Denied. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&-—The United 
States Suprerne Court to-day denied the 
petition for a writ of certiorari in the case 
of the United States vs. Thomas B. Kepner 
of the Philippine Islands. This proceeding 


was of a criminal nature. Kepner is an at- 
torney residing in the islands. He was pro- 
ceeded against on the charge of embezzle- 
ment in the Court of First Instance in 
Manila, and was acquitted, but the Gov- 
ernment appealed the case to the Insular 
Supreme Court. 

Kepner alleged that the Government could 
not regularly thus appeal the case’ in a 
criminal proceeding and asked this court 
to interfere. There was considerable inter- 
est in the case because it was the first 
from the Philippine Islands. The court con- 
tented itself with a mere formal denial of 
the petition, making no remarks whatever, 


ILLNESS OF MARINES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Commander 
Wilson of the United States steamship 
Panther telegraphed the Navy Department 
from Hampton Roads to-day that Capts. 
Potter and Lemly, Lieuts. Purcell and 
Freyer, Ensign Case, Sergt. Smith, and 
thirty-five privates had been transferred 
from the Panther to the naval hospital at 
Norfolk. 

Secretary Moody gave out another dis- 
patch from a medical officer attached to 
the Panther aeasing that all the officers 
and men reported sick were suffering with 
malarial fever and were convalescent ex- 
cept one marine, who continued danger- 
ously ill. 


JUSTICE HOLMES SWORN IN. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 8.—The new Asso- 
ciate Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, Oliver Wendell Holmes of Massa- 
chusetts, to-day took the oath of office 
and immediately entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

Justice Holmes was assigned to the First 
Circuit in the allotment of members of the 
court to the various circuits. Justice Gray, 
Mr. Holmes's predecessor, formerly pre- 
sided over that circuit. 


Good Showing of Torpedo Boat De- 
stroyer. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Harlan & 
Hollingsworth torpedo boat destroyer Hull 
was subjected to an acceptance trial over 
the Barren Island course Saturday and, 


according to the telegraphic report re- 
ceived at the Navy epartment to-eay 
from the senior members of the trial board, 
she made a speed of 28.40 knots per hour, 
which is sufficient to insure her acceptance. 


Steel Furniture for Cruiser Baltimore. 
The cruiser Baltimore, which has been 
rebuilt at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, is to 


equipped throughout with’ steel furniture. 
She will be the first United States warship 
to have furniture of fireproof construction, 
and it is expected that within a few years 
all of the fighting vessels of the navy will 
be similarly eq . . The> furniture is 
being ufac at the Brooklyn yard. 
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NEW MAIL BOX DEVICES! 


Bell Will Ring in the Office When a 
Box Is Opened. 


Annunciator Will Indicate the Faithful- 
ness of the Collector — Telephone 
Arrangements to be Installed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Washing- 
ton City Post Office, being under the same 
roof with the department to which it is 
responsitle and under the scrutiny of the 
department officials, is regarded as a 
model office. Whenever any new device 
is proposed for the postal service it is first 
tried on the Washington office. 

With the beginning of the year a num- 
ber of entirely new devices in postal busi- 
ness will be tested. One is a new mail 
box, whic is said to be the most perfect 
arrangement yet made to keep tab on let- 
ter carriers and collectors. The boxes will 


be arranged on a regular route and num- 
bered. Kach will be connectedfby a wire 
with an annunciator board in the main of- 
fice and as the collector opens the box to 
take out the mail a bell will ring and an 
mdex on the board will tell the box that is 
open. 

The electrical work on the new box is so 
fixed that if the collector fails to open a 
box by reason of forgetting it or because 
it fails to work and he cannot get the door 
open, there is a wire which prevents his 
opening the next box in the series and the 
fact is also announced at the main office. 
This makes sure that the collector is do- 
ing his duty and that every box is opened 
at each collection. 

There is a third novelty in the new sys- 
tem. In each box there is to be hung on 
the inside a telephone transmitter and re- 
ceiver and, if at any time the collector 
should need to communicate with his chief 
at the office, he can do so, or the latter 
can tell from the annunciator just where 
ke is and talk with him if necessary. 

There will be elaborate tests during Janu- 
ary of the automobile as a vehicle for mail 
carriers and collectors. The pavements 
ef Washington are so well adapted to the 
automobile that it is believed that vehicle 
is destined to do away with the use of 
horses before the end of the next year. 
The difficulty in the way of substitution 
is the added cost of the machines. Most 
of the carriers and colleceors who use 
horses furnish them and they canont af- 
ford to dispose of their horses and pay 
several hundred dollars for automobiles. 
The Post Office allows the carrier who 
furnishes a horse a certain sum each 
month for feed and care. The plan now is 
to invite a thorough test with a view to 
letting a iarge general contract to some 
automobile company that will supply ma- 
chines and keep them in running order. 


FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease in Massachusetts 
and the New England States generally will 
probably receive the attention of Congress 
within a few days. 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 


of Animal Industry, Department of Agri- 
culture. now in Boston, writes that he is 
rapidly organizing a force for stamping out 
the disease. Dr. Salmon, acting under 
the law, has agreed that the Government 
shall pay 70 per cent. of the value of the 
infected animals slaughtered to prevent the 
spread of the disease. Judging from the 
amounts thus far awarded, it is estimated 
that each animal killed will cost the Fed- 
eral Government about $33. It is urged 
that an emergency appropriation of at 
least $500,000 be made by Congress imme- 
diately, in order that there may be no de- 
jay in carrying on the work of exterminat- 
ing the disease. 

From his investigations thus far Dr. 
Salmon is of the opinion that the disease 
germs from which the outbreak originated 
were imported from Europe, being carried 
in hay usec to feed horses bought abroad. 

The most serious aspect of the case is, 
according to Dr. Salmon, the fear of the 
spread of the contagion from the scatter- 
ing of cars throughout the country in 
which infected animals have been con- 
fined. He reports one animal suffering 
from the disease has turned up in To- 
ronto, Canada, which case can be directly 
traced to an infected car used in Boston. 


“LILY WHITE” COMPLICATION.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Two new moves 
were made to-day in the “ Lily White” 
fight. One was by Senator Pritchard and 
the other by the Democrats, who have hith- 


erto been spectators of the fight, but who 
to-day entered the ring and administered a 
blow both to Pritchard and to the negroes. 

Mr. Pritchard’s new move was adroit. He 
wrote a letter to the President in which he 
based his opposition to Postmaster Vick 
of Wilson, not upon the fact, that Vick is a 
colored man, but that he has been disloyal 
to the Republican Party and has supported 
and voted for Democratic candidates. Then, 
in an interview, he charged that Vick was 
the Democratic..candidate for Postmaster. 
Vick, it will be remembered, showed to the 
President on Saturday a number of letters 
written by white Democrats cordially in- 
dorsing him and highly srg him. Mr. 
Pritchard now charges that Vick gets this 
Democratic support because he is practially 
a Democrat and has supported Democratic 
candidates. 

Mr. Pritchard in the course of his letter 
to the President, says: ‘It is a notable 
fact that the Republican State ticket did 
not receive a single vote in the precinct in 
which Vick voted, and the legislative ticket 
only received two votes in his precinct, and 
1 am informed that both of these votes 
were cast by white men. In consideration 
of his services to the Democratic Party, 
the leading Democrats of Wilson now come 
forward and indorse Mr. Vick as a gentle- 
man of high character and standing.’’ 

Mr. Pritchard requests the President to 
send an agent to Wilson to interview the 
leading people of the city and get their 
opinion of the case. He nowhere asks 
Vick’s removal on the ground of his color. 

The Democrats in some way got wind of 
Mr. Pritchard’s purpose, and were ready 
with a counter move. Headed by Senator 
Sifmmons, the entire North Carolina dele- 
gation with the exception of Representa- 
tive Small, marched over to the Post Office 
Department and called on Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne. Representative Claude Kitchen, 
in whose district Wilson is situated, hand- 
ed Mr. Payne the following notice: 

I respectfully request that a competent white 
man of good character be appointed Postmaster 
at Wilson, N. C. CLAUDE KITCHEN. 


Below came an indorsement signed by 
the whole delegation. 

Mr. Payne asked the North Carolina del- 
egation who their candidate was, and the 
replied that any good white man would do.

Five Teams Drop Out of Six-Day 
Contest in the Garden. 


Gougoltz and Kaser Lose a Lap During 
a Lively Spurt in the Evening 
and Quit After Midnight.

Eleven of the sixteen teams that started 
in the six-day bicycle race in Madison 
Square Garden were still spinning around 
the track at midnight, twenty-four hours 
after the start of the long, monotonous 
grind. Seven of these were tied for first 
place. The killing pace set by the riders in 
the first two hours was not maintained for 
long, and within a very short time, in- 
stead of being ahead of the record, they 
were falling further and further behind. At 
7 o'clock, when the 400-mile mark was 
passed, they were nine miles behind the 
record. 

At 12:30 this morning Gougoltz and Kaser 
announced their withdrawal from the race, 
This was on advice of the management's 
physician, who said he thought it might be 
dangerous for Kaser, injured by a bad 
fall on Sunday night, whose injuries are 
troubling him very much. Gougoltz, whose 
ill-luck from last year’s race seems to pur- 
sue him, said he was ready to go on In the 
race, in case he could secure a riding part- 
ner, as is permissible under the new rules 
of the race. Last year Gougoltz’s partner, 
Simar, became ill and the team was forced 
to withdraw. 
Kaser on Sunday night was thrown into 
one of the boxes on 
Street side of the track. 
on his abdomen and three ugly flesh 
wounds resulted. After being patched up 
and having two hours’ rest, Kaser pluck- 
ily started in to finish the race. Last 
night the wounds had become much swollen 
and trritated, and Kaser was feeling their 
effect. He had lost a lap and was unable 
to stand the strain. So the physician of the 
management said soon after last midnight 
that he thought Kaser had better retire 
from the track. Gougoltz had been doing 
most of the riding, anyway, it was said,

He struck a post 


and Kaser showed no signs of improvement. 


The score of the team on withdrawal was 
501 miles 8 laps. 

Before the race was twelve hours old Loo- 
tens and Baraquin, the Belgian team, and 
Bruni and Buisson, the Alsatians, quit. 
Bald then got the first severe fall of the 
contest, and as he was considerably shaken 
up and his team a lap behind the leaders, 
both he and Elkes decided to drop out. 

This was a big disappointment for the 
gallery, for a great deal had been expected 
of Bald and Elkes, and their withdrawal 
took out one of the most popular teams. 
Hedspeth, the only colored rider, added to 
the chapter of acidents early in the morn- 
ing. He toppled off of his wheel at one of 
the steep ends of the track and broke his 
collarbone, which occasioned his removal 
to Bellevue, Fenn, the young sprinter and 

acer, Was compelled to quit later in the 


day, but his partner, Kegan, under the 
rules allowed in this race, aren up with 
who was Hedspeth'’s partner,

It looked for a few seconds early last 
evening as though McFarland might be 
forced to leave the race, as he and Krebs 
came together in an ugly spill, which rolled 
both of them to the bottom of the inclined 
freck.

At the time McFar- 
land was leading the bunch at a merry 
clip, and Stinson, who is somewhat of a 
sprinter himself, started after him. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock in the morning 
Kaser met with a severe accident which 
put him temporarily out of the raee. He 
was riding along the track on the south 
side when suddenly his wheel swerved to 
the right and he tumbled headlong into one 
of the boxes. He was carried to his room 
unconscious. An examination showed that 
three gashes had been cut in his side by 
his collision with one of the rail posts. No 
bones were broken. however, and half an 
hour later he relieved his partner, Gougoltz. 
Kaser’s reappearance on the track was 
greeted with cheers. 

One of the most stirring features of the 
evening was the loss of a lap by Gougoltz 
and Kaser, who had been tied with the 
leaders for first place ever since the race 
began. Maya was mainly responsible for 
the spurt which gave the bunch of leaders 
this advantage over their rivals. It was 
about 9:30 when he jumped to the head of 
the procession and set a stiff pace. The 
crowd at once saw that something unusual 
was in progress, as all the other riders 
immediately quickened their pace to keep 
up with Maya, 

A spirited race for several laps was the 
Trecult. Maya's partner, McFarland, came 
out during the excitement and the chase 
became faster than ever. Kaser lost 
fround, and just as the bunch gained the 
lap Gougoltz came running out and relieved 
his unlucky comrade He made a strong 
effort for half a dozen laps to recover the 
distance, and the sympathies of the crowd 
were with him, but the others were not 
going to be robbed so easily of their hard- 
earned lap, and Gougoltz finally took his 
place in the bunch. This reduced the num- 
ber of leaders from eight to seven. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Maya made an- 
other effort to gain a lap. He jumped to 
the head of the others and sent his wheel 
flying over the track at a rattling pace. 
The racers were after him in a twinkling, 
and for a few laps a spectacular race was 
given as the men flew over the track, their 
colored costumes making a pleasant con- 
trast above the wide board track. Moran 
trailed Maya for several laps, closely fol- 
lowed by John Bedell, Kaser and Heller 
being in the rear. After a few minutes of 
this fun with no clear field to gain any- 
ne the men settled back to their more 
steady grind. 

The attendance was well maintained all 
day long. In the early morning hours the 
seats presented a vacant appearance, but 
even then there were always enough spec- 
tators to take note of any special feature, 
and at whatever hour of the day one of 
the riders attempted a spurt he was sure of 
encouraging cheers from the gallery. In 
the evening the boxes and lower tiers of 
seats presented a brilliant and crowded ap- 
poseanee, the attendance up to midnight 
eing fully 5.000. The proportion of ladies 
was noticeably large 

The band added to the spirits of both 
spectators and riders, and, to vary the pro- 
gramme, Frank Kramer, Jimmy Michael, 
and Harry Elkes did some special riding. 
Kramer rode an unpaced half mile in the 
afternoon in 0:53 8-5, and in the evening 
he did a mile in 2:02 3-5. Michael rode two 
miles paced by a motor bicycle in 3:20 2-5.

DAN PATCH SOLD FOR $60,000. 


Champion Brought Highest Price Ever 
Paid for a Pacer. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 8.—M. W. 
Savage of this city has bought Dan Patch, 
the famous unbeaten pacer, from M. E, 
Sturgis of New York for $60,000. M. E. 
McHenry, who has driven the horse many 
a fast mile and scored 1:59% with him, 
has signed a contract with Mr. Savage to 
handle the horse for the racing seasons of 
1908-4. The racer is to be brought here. 
The price is said to be the highest ever 
paid for a pacer. 


Dan Patch, famous on the turf as “ the 
unbeaten pacer,”’ and the only harness horse 
that ever equaled the world’s record of 
Star Pointer, (1:59%,) is a brown horse 
six years old, by Joe Patchen (2:01'4) Zelica 
by Wilkesberry, (2:30,) and through his 
career on the turf has been trained and 
driven by M. E. McHenry, in whose name 
he raced. Dan Patch was bred by M. 
Messinger of Oxford, Ind., who owned him 
until about January of 1901, when he soid 
the horse at private sale to M. E. Sturgis 
of this city, who is best known through 
his connection with the trotting turf, Mr. 
Sturgis having raced a stable of horses; 
“xmong them the sensational mare George- 
anna, and Chester, with Fred Noble as 
his trainer. The price paid by him for 
Dan Patch has never been made public, but 
it is said to have been .about half the 
amount that Mr, Sturgis is reported to 
have sold him ior. 

The new owner, M. W. Savage, is_the 
President of the International Siock Food 
Company, a rich corporation of the West- 
ern cattle and horse raising States. That 
he secured the horse for breeding purposes 
is probable, but Dan Patch almost certain- 
ly will be raced through one or two more 
seasons, as in his exhibitions against time 
he proved one of the best drawing attrac- 
tions of the harness-racing circuit in 1902, 
The horse has been a conspicuous per- 
former since his first year on the turf, but 
he was first recognized as a coming cham- 
pion in 1901, when as a five-year-old he 
won twelve races straight in thirty-six 
heats, losing but one heat in the course of 
the season. That was at Brighton’ Beach, 
when McHenry, his driver, having been in- 
terfered with, preferred to lay up for the 
heat and then went on and won the re- 
maining heats and the race. Having made 
a sweep of the free-for-all races in 1901, 
Dan Patch last season was unopposed in 
his claim to the pacing championship, and 
did ‘about all his racing against time, his 
greatest achievement being to equai the 
Old World’s pacing record. He finished 
the racing season at Memphis, and it was 
arranged for him to winter in Kansas City, 
but under the plans of his new owner he 
will be sent to Minneapolis. 


JOCKEY CLUB STEWARDS MEET. 


L. Smith, Suspended Rider, Was Denied 
a Rehearing of His Case. 


A meeting of the Stewards of The Jockey 
Club, held yesterday afternoon in the rooms 
of the club, denied the application of Louis 
Smith, the jockey whose license was re- 


voked at the Morris Park Fall meeting, for 
a rehearing in his case. The action against 
Smith, which amounts practically to a 
ruling off, was taken because of his riding 
on P. J, Dwyer's two-year-old Merry Acro- 
bat, in a race run at the Westchester Asso- 
ciation’s Autumn meeting. 

The Stewards of The Jockey Club present 
were August Belmont, James R. Keene, 
Andrew Miller, H. K. Knapp, F. R. Hitch- 
cock, and F. K. Sturgis. On the recom- 


mendation of the Stewards of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, Jockey 
H. Merrick was reinstated to ride steeple- 
chases and hurdle races. Jockey F. O'Neill, 
who was suspended for his ride on Jessie 
Jarboe at the Buffalo meeting. was restored 
to good standing. R. W. Speakman was 
restored to good standing on all courses 
racing under the jurisdiction of The Jockey 
Club. The application of William H. Sper- 
ling for license to train on Jockey Club 
courses was denied. 

In a statement issued yesterday William 
C. Whitney disposed of the sensational 
feature involving a reported charge of 
fruud in the altercation between John HE. 
Madden, trainer of Mr, Whitney’s racing 
stable, and the father of H. Cochran, tae 
lightweight jockey, by publicly quoting a 
letter from.Cochran, Sr., in which the fat- 
ter denies using any language implying 
fiaud on Madden's part. The dispute be- 
tween Madden and the elder Cochran grew 
out of Jockey Cochran's riding on Slip- 
thrift, one of Mr: Whitney’s horses, at 
Merris Park in the Fall. From Washing- 
ton .later the report came that Cochran, 
Sr.. had criticised severely Maddens man- 
egement of Slipthrift. 

n the race referred to as ‘‘the Slip- 
thrift race,’ the horse ridden by Cochran 
was beaten. In an another race, run a few 
Gays afterward, Madden put Redfern in- 
stead of Cochran on the horse, and Slip- 
thrift showed mar'ced improvement and 
won.

“Jerry "’ Chorn, who rode Pat Morrissey 
at 10 to 1 to victory in the fourth race at 
Ingleside to-day, made his first appearance 
in seven years, having been recently re- 
stored tc good standing as a jockey. 

Chorn was one of the race riders impli- 
cated in the racing scandal of 1895-6 in 


San Francisco, when the operations of 
“ Little Pete,’ a Chinese turf gambler and 
plunger, were exposed, Evidence that 
* Little Pete’? controlled four or five 
prominent jockeys, who rode races to suit 
the Chinaman’s bets, was obtained and 
“Little Pete’ and four riders were ruled 
off. Chorn was among the ruled-off jock- 
evs, though the evidence against him was 
circumstantial, and a strong point against 
him was made in the fact that he habitu- 
ally associated with the riders whose guilt 
was proved, and had accepted presents 
from ‘Little Pete."’ Chorn at the time 
ranked with the best jockeys of the West.

163 for foreign missionary work is reported 
in the annual summary of Protestant For- 


eign Missions, of .the Rev. E. E. Strong,

native laborers by over 8,500, and communi-

The totals for all countries and continents

der insiruction, and an income of $18,369,- 
| 163. Dr. Strong says: 
‘‘Probably the number of Protestant 
| Christians in China is not as great as it 
| was three years ago, when it was given 
' as 100,000. There has been an increase of 
Protestant and Catholic Christians in India 
within the last decade of 28 per cent., but 
i the Protestants have more than doubled 
| during the decade. In the Bombay Presi- 
dency, where famine and plague have 
wrought the greatest havoc, the population 
|} has decreased within the last decade 5% 
| per cent., while the number of Christians 
|; has increased nearly 200 per cent. Within 
| the Ahmednager district, where there _has 
{ been a loss of nearly 50,000 in the popula-

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THE TUNNEL FRANCHISE. 
New York City and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad will have the Thirty-fourth 
Strect tunnel, giving a rail connection 
beneath the waters of the two rivers, 
with Long Island upon the one hand 
and New Jersey upon the other. That 
may in all confidence, with all positive- 
ness, be set down as a fact. 
If the Board of Aldermen shall reject 
the franchise and contract already ap- 
proved by the Rapid ‘Transit Commis- 
sioners, the real and faithful represen- 
tatives of the people of the city, a way 
will be found to grant it through legis- 
lation at Albany. It would not be an 
unmixed evil if the Aldermen should re- 
ject the franchise. The Legislature would 
not stop with transferring to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment the Al- 
dermen’s present power over franchises, 
it would strip them of other powers un- 
wisely conferred in the charter, reduc- 
ing them to their old condition of impo- 
tence and harmlessness, That would be 
a good thing for the city. President 
CASSATT’S letter to the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation is a telling exposure of Alder- 
manic false pretenses. Everybody has 
understood that the argument of the ob- 
structionists in respect to the prevail- 
ing rate of wages and the eight-hour day 
was put forward only as a hypocritical 
disguise of motives that could not be 
avowed. All the rest of the argument is 
swept away by President CassaTT’s let- 
ter. Every honest mind, even though it 
be dense and dull, must now perceive 
that the objections to the tunnel were in- 
sincere and spurious. 

The Montauk Point myth is destroyed. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad is not going 
to haul freight through New York City 
to that remote promontory for nothing, 
and President CAssatr makes it clear 
that nobody will pay for the hauling. It 
is the policy and intent of the Pennsyl- 
yvania Railroad to increase its passenger 
and freight traffic in and near New 
York—not to divert business from the 
city. Anybody can see that by offering 
speedy and convenient facilities of trav- 
el to all parts of Long Island the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad will confer benefits 
upon the people of this city almost im- 
measurable, and too long deferred. That 
island is destined to be in its’ remoter 
parts the pleasure ground, and in the 
region lying within twenty miles the 
living place of great numbers of New 
Yerkers. The Thirty-fourth Street tun- 
nel makes it available for both uses, The 
public will be interested to know the 
name, antecedents, and present condition 
of any Alderman who will have the 
hardihood at to-day’s meeting to repeat 
the assertions which Mr. CassatTtT’s state- 
ment proves to be false. 

Public attention will be directed to the 
doings and sayings of the Aldermen at 
to-day’s meeting. With or without their 
consent the franchise will be granted, 
the tunnel will be built. Let the Alder- 
men remember that. But if it is built 
without their consent, their power to 
give or withhold consent in such mat- 
ters will undergo a diminution so serious 
that henceforth nobody will much attend 
to their doings and sayings. 

TO REMEDY A SERIOUS MISTAKE. 

There has always been some mystery 
as to the origin of the curious currency 
provisions in the Philippine Civil Gov- 
ernment bill of last session. The gen- 
eral character of the bill was sound, con- 
servative, and practical, and the House 
had passed @ measure with reference to 
the currency which was in harmony with 
the spirit of the rest of the bill. It was 
based on the recommendations of the 
Philippine Commission, and on the high- 
ly intelligent and authoritative report of 
Mr. CoNANT, the Special Commissioner 
sent out by the War Department to in- 
quire into the economic situation. But 
in the Senate there had been adopted a 
queer scheme which seemed to be due to 
@ desire to “do something for silver,” 
after the fashion of the Republican ma- 
jority at the time when the fate of the 
protective tariff appeared to depend on 
the votes of men from the mining camp 
States. In this scheme, ‘which finally be- 
came law, an attempt was made to 
establish the silver standard and to make 
a market for American silver in the ar- 
chipelago. It has worked as might have 
been expected, save that the rapid and 
-wnexpected decline in the value of silver 
‘has aggravated the evils which in some 
measure were sure to follow. 

Bills have now been introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Lopce and in the House 
by Mr. Cooper, identical in form, to 


5 remedy the bad mistake of last session, 


to establish in a practical manner the 
gold standard in the Philippines and at 
the same time to preserve and use the 
silver currency to which the natives are 


‘dedestomed. It declares that the “ gold 


- 


dollar of the United States, consisting of 
25.8 grains of gold, 9-10 fine, shall be the 
standard unit of value in the Philippine 
Islands, and the lawful money of the 
United States shall be legal tender in the 
Philippines for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, provided that for amounts under 


100 pesos the silver currency of said 


island authorized by the act shall, when 
demanded, be paid.” The bill then au- 
thorizes the coinage of a silver peso—the 
peso being the nominal equivalent of one 
dollar—of weight and fineness the same 
as the standard doliar of the United 
States, which shall be receivable for all 
dues to the Government of the Philip- 
pine Islands, unless otherwise specific- 
ally provided by law, at the rate of two 
pesos for one dollar of the lawful money 
of the United States. Next the bill au- 
thorizes the Government of the Philip- 
pine Islands, in order to maintain the 
value of the Philippine peso at the rate 
of two pesos for one dollar of the lawful 
money of the United States to issue tem- 
porary certificates of indebtedness forone 
year or less at reasonable interest, redeem- 
able in gold coin of the United States or 
in lawful money of the islands according 
to the terms of issue. Silver certificates in 
denominations of five pesos and upward 
are provided for. Finally the Mexican 
silver pesos now in use in the islands and 
the coins issued by Spain are made re- 
ceivable for public dues at a rate to be 
fixed from time to time by proclamation 
until a date not edrilier than Dec. 31, 
1908. 

It is not easy to see why this plan, if 
adopted, will not work well. It intro- 
duces no element of disturbance. It per- 
mits the continued use of a silver cur- 
rency in domestic exchanges of precisely 
the same sort as that to which the peo- 
ple of the islands are accustomed, while 
it provides for a stable relation of that 
currency to the gold standard to which 
all foreign commerce must comply. And 
this is done without imposing any ex- 
traordinary burden on the revenues of 
the island, which are bound to be fa- 
vored by the increase in trade that wi 
be secured by a well-ordered and con- 
sistent and uniform currency. The plan is 
not only in accord with the policy rec- 
ommended by the officials most inti- 
mately informed in the matter, but is 
supported by the merchants and bankers 
of Manila and by those of this country 
having dealings with the islands. Al- 
though action on any subject not di- 
rectly connected with the appropriations 
is difficult to procure in a short session, 
this measure certainly ought to be 


passed. 


JUDGE M’LAUGHLIN. 

We have already alluded to the action 
of the Bar Association in #rooklyn in 
urging the reappointment to the Appel- 
late Division in that Department of Jus- 
tices BARTLETT and WOODWARD. We now 
desire to call attention to the fact that 
the five years’ term of service of Judge 
McLAUGHLIN in the Appellate Division in 
the First Department will expire on the 
thirty-first day of December. The same 
reasons that are urged for the redesig- 
ration of Justices BARTLETT and Woop- 
WARD apply to Judge MCLAUGHLIN. Dur- 
ing his five years’ service in the Appel- 
late Division, he has shown great ca- 
pacity for the performance of the du- 
ties of an Appellate Judge. He has se- 
cured the confidence and the respect of 
the profession and the public, and he is 
generally recognized as a learned, dis- 
creet, and industrious Judge. He has 
become conversant with the nature of 
the great causes that arise and are liti- 
gated in the City of New York, and the 
experience he has acquired in the past 
five years should not be lost to the pro- 
fession and the community. 

There is no reason for apprehending 
that Judge McLAUGHLIN will not be re- 
designated by the Governor, who cer- 
tainly would not feel inclined to dis- 
place a most acceptable and experienced 
Judge for one who is untried and inex- 
perienced. It would be a great satisfac- 
tion to all having business with the im- 
portant court of which Judge McLaAucnH- 
LIN is a member to see him reappointed 
to the high position he has so well filled, 


CHILE AND ARGENTINA. 

It is not at all likely that the award 
of King Epwarp of England, upon the 
controversy between Chile and Argen- 
tina, which he was chosen to arbitrate, 
has satisfied either of the contending 
parties. But it has done more and bet- 
ter. It has removed from the domain 
even of controversy a dispute which 
seemed, mot so long ago, to admit of no 
other arbitrament than that of arms. A 
British commission, however, appointed 
by the arbitrator, has undertaken an ex- 
haustive investigation of the questions 
at issue. About three months ago it re- 
turned from South America with the 
data of the report which it has since 
prepared, and which King Epwarp has 
made the basis of his award. 

There could not have been a more 
provocative case for a quarrel, nor one 
more suitable for arbitration and, in the 
interests of peace, more loudly é¢alling 
for arbitration. The watershed of the 
Andes is theoretically accepted en each 
side as the line of division between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific States of South 
America. One naturally figures it as 
the ridge of the mountains. Sometimes it 
is, but apparently oftener it is not. Na- 
ture’s original intention seems to have 
been to keep the peace between the in- 
habitants of the declivities by making 
an unmistakable ridge. But it seems 
that subsequent voloanic and glacial op- 
erations have thwarted her good inten- 
tions and even effaced the evidences of 
them, so that what should be the verte- 
bral column of a continent is in many 
places a plateau, or eveh a lowland, 
when compared with theg irrelevant 
peaks which have been intruded on one 
side or the other, into the scene, so

to mislead the Araucanian or the Ar- 


gentine squatters into believing that 
they were within their rights when they 
might be many miles outside of them.

The case is the same which the poet has 
poetically put with reference to our di- 
vision of the hemispheres: 

Yon stream, whose sources run, 

Turned by a pebblous edge, 


Is Athabasca, rolling toward the sun, 
Through the cleft mountain ledge. 


The slender rill had strayed, 

But for that slanting stone, 

To evening’s ocean, with the tangled braid 

Of foam-flecked ,Oregon. 

To ask two rival nations to agree upon 
the crooked, wabbling, and often indis- 
tinguishable line of the true watershed 
as their boundary when the effects of 
geological operations have become com- 
plicated with questions of “ adverse pos- 
session,’ was evidently asking too 
much of poor human nature, and as 
much too much of the South American 
variety, Chilean or Argentine, as of any 
other. To leave it out was really the 
only, method whereby both could vindi- 
cate their good sense and their sense of 
equity. Only, where does this leave 
those other South American Republics 
which have put on record their refusal 
to submit to arbitration questions affect- 
ing their territory because such questions 
affected national sovereignty, and there- 
fore “national honor”? Into what a 
hopeless tangle would Chile and Argen- 
tina have plunged themselves if punctilio 
had led them to that ridiculous length! 


COMPULSORY INVESTIGATION. 

The very thoughtful, intelligent, and 
scholarly paper of Mr. CHARLES FRANCIS 
Apams before the Civic Federation, 
pointing out the impracticability of com- 
pulsory arbitration in industrial disputes 
in this country, and commending inves- 
tigation by boards constituted for each 
emergency as it shall arise, will repay 
careful perusal. The underlying thought 
in Mr, ApAmMs’s paper is that the most 
potent force we have at command for 
the righting of wrongs and the safe- 
guarding of the interests of all con- 
cerned in labor disputes is that of pub- 
lic opinion. What is needed to focus it 
as an irresistible force which neither 
employers nor wage earners could safely 
disregard, even for a time, is such an 
analysis of issues as can only be under- 
taken by a properly constituted commis- 
sion with power to investigate and rec- 
ommend, but without power to compel 
obedience to its decisions. They will en- 
force themselves. 

This thought is not novel, but the 
reasons given in support of it by Mr. 
ApaMs in the paper referred to are prob- 
ably the best which have yet been pre- 
sented. Had the Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania in June last appointed a properly 
selected commission to investigate the 
issues of the anthracite strike a modus 
vivendi might have been reached by July 
and much hardship and suffering avert- 
ed. Neither side would have dared to re- 
fuse respect to the power creating such 
a board of inquiry, and had it shown 
that degree of temerity it would have 
confessed judgment and practically ad- 
mitted that it was afraid to have the 
facts of its position known. Corporations 
taking that position would place their 
franchises in jeopardy; labor taking it 
would starve from the withholding of 
assistance. ‘ 


THE NEW SPANISH MINISTRY, 

As the two chief parties in Spain 
differ from each other in ways rath- 
er than in principle, no fundamental 
change of policy may be expected now 
that Sefior SILveLa and his Conservative 
friends find themselves in the places 
lately occupied by Sefior SacasTA and his 
Liberal supporters. In the election which 


‘must follow the dissolution of the’ Cortes, 


already decreed by the King, a strong 
Conservative majority is sure to be re- 
turned for the simple reason that a, S8e- 
ries of political “ exchanges ” in the elec- 
torates is always effected hy the leaders 
of the party in power. 

Although lacking the will-power of 
the late Conservative leader CaNnovas, 
Sefior SILVELA has shown by his past ad- 
ministrations that, according to. his 
lights, he has the real good of the coun- 
try at heart. Incidentally he has the 
ability to select supporters abler than 
himself and just as sincere, as his Min- 
istry appointments show, 

There is one subject, however, concern- 
ing which the point of view of the new 
Cabinet will be, on the surface at least, 
quite the opposite of Sefior SaGasra’s, 
That is the associations law, which, 
signed by the young King last August, 
was promulgated on Sept. 15. This meas- 
ure is even more far-reaching than the 
law of a similar title which is causing 
trouble in France, for it not only requires 
that the “non-official” schools place 
themselves under Government jurisdic- 
tion, but provides for the establishment 
of a new system of State educational in- 
stitutions. Three months were given the 
schools, on Sept. 15, in which to seek au- 
thorization. The Sagasta Government, 
however, never intended to enforce the 
jaw, and when urged to do so by its Rad- 
ical supporters there was nothing for it 
to do but to get out and leave the prob- 
Jem to Sefior StrveLa and his friends, 
Sefiors VILLAVERDE, DATO, MAURA, and 
the rest. ' ; 

Three years ago Sefior SILVELA at- 
tempted to reduce the national expend. 
iture by cutting in two the army and 
navy budgets, and it is likely that his 
policy will now be along the same lines, 
with a careful avoidance of all religious 
controversy. In the eheantime Sefior Sa- 
GASTA will attempt to put forward Mon- 
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CANALEJAS aS the champion of a Liberal 
programme, for he himself has decided to 
withdraw permanently from politics. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Anti-vivisectionists will have to exer- 
cise all of their remarkable ingenuity in 
the handling of facts if they are to save 
themselves from being seriously impressed 
by what Dr. W. R, Keen of Philadelphia 
calls his ‘single concrete example that 
knowledge gained by animal experimenta- 
tion is an immense boon to humanity.” As 
for preventing others from seeing in the 
case of the injured Annapolis cadet—which 
is, of course, only one of many of the same 
sort—exactly what Dr. KmEw sees in it, that 
would be a hopeless task, since the repu- 
tation of this particular surgeon renders it 
as inexpedient to deny his veracity as to 
question his skill. The doctor declares that 
he was able to save young AIKIN’s life be- 
cause he was able to interpret correctly the 
meaning of certain convulsive arm move- 
ments, and that this ability was the direct 
result of experimental surgery upon ani- 
mals—surgery, by the way, of precisely the 
kind that has most excited the horror of 
the anti-vivisectionists. The only escape 


from his conclusion lies in the rejection of | 


his evidence, and—well, Dr. Keen's testi- 
mony would be accepted at its face value 
in most courts of law. 
trouble for the anti-vivisectionists before; 
indeed, he has done it so often, and it was 
such serious trouble, that perhaps there is, 
after all, an element of cruelty in his 
nature, just as the animal worshippers as- 
sert of experimenting surgeons in general. 
Undoubtedly he has given them much and 
acute pain, and not for their own good, 
either, as it has turned out, for they re- 
main uncured of their delusions and clamor 
as loudly as ever, not for reasonable re- 
strictions upon the practice of vivisection 
and the remedying of its occasional abuses 
—in which demand all of us, including a 
large majority of the vivisectors, would 
heartily join—but for the complete closing 
of a great avenue to knowledge. A “sin- 
gle concrete example ”’ of human life saved 
through vivisection certainly balances a 
vast amount of sentimental oratory. 


— Confirming with new evidence of a 
rather novel sort our frequent assertions 
that the railways of the country are doing 
more, and more practical,, temperance work 
than any other agency or organization— 
perhaps than all other agencies or or- 
ganizations—in it, comes the report that the 
Lake Shore Road has informed the town 
of Collingwood, Ohio, that $1,000,000 will be 
spent there in enlarging the machine shops 
if the town “‘ goes dry" at the approaching 
election, and that the money will be taken 
elsewhere if the town “ goes wet.” . The 
reason given for assuming this position 
involves no judgment on the morality, or 
even on the propriety, af drinking; either 
in moderation or in excess; the railway 
officials simply state that indulgence in 
intoxicants decreases the skill of workmen 
and prevents getting a desired and possi- 
ble return for wages paid. That {is an ar- 
gument which cannot be met except by a 
denial ef its truth—and nobody denies it. 
Collingwood may or may not “‘ go dry,”’ but 
if it does the prosperity of all its business 
men not engaged in the liquor traffic will 
obviously be advanced, and if it does not 
they will know exactly why they are not to 
have a lot of new customers and a larger 
population among whom to share the bur- 
den of taxation. Most towns like machine 
shops, and those that have them like to see 
the shops made bigger and employing more 
machinists. No doubt Collingwood is in 
this class, and it will.be interesting to see 
what effect the effort of the Lake Shore 
to influence its electors on the temperance 
question. will have, 


——We have been asked to call the atten- 
tion of those interested in the educational 
problem as presented in the rural districts 
of the South to an experiment about to be 
tried in the Tenth Civil District of Knox 
County, Tenn. The three School Directors 
of the district have decided to consolidate 
several small schools into one in a central 
position, thereby securing for the support 
of the latter $4.50 per capita of all the 
school populatioA of the district. The 
people in the community have raised $5,000 
by voluntary subscription, and the General 
Education Board has contributed another 
$5,000. With such a support the school has 
bright prospects. Thirteen acres of land 
have been purchased at the intersection of 
the Concord and Kingston Pikes, a site 
twelve miles from the City of Knoxville. 
On this property will be built a model coun- 
try home of eight’'rooms, to be used by the 
Principal and his wife, and also a school- 
house with six classrooms, an assembly 
hall for school and public meetings, and a 
library for the students and their parents. 
The five acres of bottom land will be used 
as a farm, the six acres of upland as a gar- 
den, orchard, and playground, and the two 
acres of sloping land will be planted in 
trees and grass. In every way possible 
the houses and property will be made at- 
tractive—a model centre for the educational 
life of this prosperous agricultural ecom- 
munity, The Principal and his wife, who 
are employed by the year, will be assisted 
by three other teachers for the nine 
months’ session. The courses of study will 
consist of the public school course, vocal 
music, dairying, ‘poultry raising, and ele- 
mentary farming. From this list it is seen 
that the effort is to meet the special needs 
of children in rural communities, preparing 
them to enter intelligently and progressive- 
ly into the opportunities around them. The 
Principal will begin his work in January 
or February, and it is expected that by the 
opening of the school in August the houses 
wilt be built, the land under cultivation, and 
everything in readiness, The success of 
such an experiment will undoubtedly be an 
incentive to other districts to establish this 
saner, more efficient kind of school. The 
plan seems to be a promising one, if the 
distance between the new school and the 
homes of its pupils is not too great, 


—Having obtained what he regards as 
convincing proof that children in the Point 
Loma school are not’ starved or otherwise 
maltreated as to their bodies, the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration has reported to the 
Treasury Department that the school is all 
right; having obtained this report, the 
Treasury Department, has reversed the de- 
cision of the New York Immigration Board, 
and, our local followers of a pseudo-philos- 
ophy falsely supyosed to be Oriental having 
neatly stolen a march on the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, the 
eleven unfortunate ‘‘Lotus Buds” from 
Cuba are now on their way to California 
and the entirely uncovenanted mercies of 
the Tingley woman and her dupes. Of the 
doctrines and ceremonies of ‘“ theosophy,” 
as invented by Mme. BLAvaTsky and devel- 
oped by a “ Purple Mother” and inconspie- 
uous but enterprising fathers of various col- 
ors, Commissioner SARGENT seems to have 
made no investigation and the Secretary of 
the Treasury to have taken no thought. The 
Tingleyites were cleared of charges nobody 
has made against them, while the reasons 
presented for holding them improper 
guardians for helpless children were to all 
appearances ignored. To speak well within 
bounds, the machinery of Government has 
worked in this case after a fashion to con- 
fuse the mind and mitigate our, National 
pride. And the poor little Cubans! A beam- 
ing future it is'that they have before them, 
and if they ever geturn to their island 
homes, and the relatives who havg escaped 
the responsibility—and expense—of bringing 
them up and educating them, they will 
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deed for improving the intellectual condi- 
tion of the other islanders. The episode is 
full of instruction—and of humiliation.

The opinion of the Appellate Division, 
handed down on Dec. 5, makes the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The return to the writ denied the ma- 
terial allegations of the petition, and es- 
pecially the allegations to the effect that 
the construction of the building failed to 
comply with the provisions of the Building 
Code, and set forth facts which, if true,

CHRISTMAS TREES AND TIMBER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Dec. 4 the Topics of the 
Times man, whose terse and graceful hand- 
ling of his subjects is always enjoyable, 
deplores the annual waste of timber in 
providing Christmas trees. If I under~ 
stood him rightly, he assumes that the 
trees, if left to grow, would in time be- 
come valuable for their timber. 

This is not the case, however. Trees that 
ure cut for Christmas trees are the short, 
stocky, scrubs that are scattered about in 
the ‘‘open,”’ or cleared land. They branch 


out close to the ground and never would 
be of any account as timber trees, because, 
having plenty of room, they expended their 
energy in growing limbs rather than 
trunks. If such a tree sheuld attain a 
trunk of any size it would be worthless for 
timber, owing to knots. 

Good timber trees grow in the thick 
woods, where, having no chance to spread 
outward, they reach upward toward the 
light and develop long trunks. Lumber 
from such trees is not knotty for the rea-

LONDON, Dec. 9.—Unfortunately, says 
the Vienna correspondent of The Times, 
it is not probable that the Czechs will 
suspend their obstructive tactics. The 
Reichsrath meets to-morrow, and sits 
until about Dec. 20. There seems little 
chance that the Austro-Hungarian Tariff 
bill or the Ausgileich can be presented in 
the course of this short period, but there 
is time for the vote on account of next 
year’s estimates if the Czechs would 
consent to withdraw or suspend the mul- 
tifarious urgency motions with which 
they have blocked Parliamentary busi- 
ness since October. 

This concession, says the correspond- 
ent, the Czechs are apparently unwilling 
to grant, firstly, because it is understood 
that they demand the immediate intro- 
duction of Czech as the official language 
in Bohemia before they will allow Par- 
liament to work, and, secondly, because 
they make it a matter of personal pique 
that the Austrian Premier, Dr. von Kér- 
ber, shall not be able this year to obtain 
provisional sanction for the estimates by 
Parliamentary means. 

The correspondent adds that if, when 
the Tariff bill.and Ausgleich are intro- 
duced, an understanding has not been 
reached between the Czechs and Ger- 
mans, the situation will be so knotty 
that unless it is resolutely treated it may 
strangle Austrian Parliamentary insti- 
tutions for good and all. 


RUSSIAN GOVERNOR PUNISHED. 


“ Resigns” Because of the Demands in 
the Report ¢f the Inquiry Com- 
mittee in His Province.

Semi-Official Paper Denies That Ger- 

man Constitutionalism Is in Danger.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that .public 
opinion throughout Germany is begin- 
ning to be occupied seriously with the 
Parliamentary crisis and with the tariff 
question as affecting future German 
commercial relations. 

Even the North German Gazette de- 
votes five columns to quotations from 
German and foreign journals, which, 
says the correspondent, is an indication 
of the importance attached by the Gov-

The semi-official South German Reich- 
correspondenz, which is inspired from 
Berlin, denies that German constitution- 
alism is at present menaced by any dan- 
ger except “ Socialist violence.” It says 
that the Emperor, the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, and the federated Governments 
are far from desiring to extinguish the 
Reichstag, which has only to prove its 
own permanent vitality against uncon- 
stitutional obstruction. 


KAISER CANNOT VISIT AMERICA. 


Will Be Unable to Accept Invitation to 
St. Louis, but the Crown Prince 
‘May Come to This Country. 


BERLIN, Dec. 8.—It is quite impossible 
for Emperor William to accept President 
Francis’s invitation to visit the St. Louis 
Exposition, It would require the appoint- 
ment of a Regent, for it is necessary for 
the sovereign to be in touch every two or 
three days with the Ministry for formal 
executive functions. :

William may go to the United States has 
been favorably received.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—The appointment 
of Wei-Kuang-Tao to the Viceroyalty of 
Nan-King to succeed the late Viceroy 
Liu-Kun-¥i is announced by the Shang- 
hai correspondent of The Times. 

The correspondent says the appoint- 
ment proves that the throne recognizes 
the necessity of conciliating the Hu-Nan 
Party, whose stronghold is Nan-King. 
This course was advised by Liu-Kun-Yi 
on his deathbed, when he recommended 
Wei-Kuang-Tao as being foremost 
among his possible successors. 

A significant rumor, widespread in na- 
tive circles, confirms this view and illus- 
trates the corruption rampant in Pe- 
king, says the correspondent. It is al- 
leged that the Hu-Nan Party raised a 
large sum, which was spent in bribing 
those with whom the decision rested to 
secure the appointment of their fellows 
provincial. 

The correspondent adds that Viceroy 
Chang-Chi-Tung’s return to Wu-Chang 
meets his own wishes. He was reluctant 
to leave in other hands the affairs of the 
Viceroyalty with which he is personally 
identified. 


BRITISH DIPLOMATS CANNOT 
PUBLISH THEIR MEMOIRS, 


Sir Horace’! Rumbold’s_ Indiscretion 
Leads to a New Rule—Affects Re- 
tired Members of Service Also. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—Replying to a question 
in the House of Lords yesterday regarding 
the reminiscences of Sir Horace Rumbold, 
Bart., (ex-British Ambassador at Vienna,) 
published over a month ago in London, the 
Foreign Secretary, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, somewhat tartly commented on the 
ex-Ambassador’s ‘‘reprehensible indiscre- 
tion.”’ 

Lord Lansdowne said the incident had led 
to the adoption of a new rule in the For- 
eign Office, to the effect that diplomats, 
either while in office or after retirement, 
were absolutely forbidden, without the ex- 
press permission of the Foreign Office, to 
publish their reminiscences or their experi- 
ences in the countries in which they were 
officially employed.

The Right Hon. Sir Horace Rumbold, 
Bart., was British Ambassador to Austria- 
Hungary from 1896 to 1900, this important 
post being held by him after a long career 
as a diplomat in various other cities. 

Sir Horace was born in 1829, and when he 
Was twenty years old became an attaché 
of the British Legation at Washington. 
Afterward he served at Paris, Frankfort, 
Stuttgart, Vienna, Peking, Athens, St. 
Petersburg, and Constantinople. In 1872 
he was appointed Minister to Chile, and in 
1878 Minister to Switzerland. A year later 
he was Envoy Extraordinary to Argentina, 
and afterward he became in succession 
Minister to Sweden and Norway, Greece 
and the Netherlands. 

Sir Horace’s first wife was an American 
Miss Caroline Harrington, daughter of 
George Harrington of Washington, She 
died in 1872. 

The publication recently of Sir Horace’s 
memoirs created an extraordinary commo-« 
tion in the capitals of Europe. The English 
comment was not all adverse, but the Con- 
tinental press, outside of Austria-Hungary, 
bray unanimous in censuring the ex-Ambas- 
sador. 

The National Zeitung of Berlin, in prow 
testing against Sir Horace’s chatnetectan 
tion of Germany as ‘“‘ England's potentially. 
dangerous and unrelenting foe,’ asked 
whether Great Britain had many “such. 
curious diplomats, who take advantage oe 
their retirement from official fife to place 
at the disposal of their countrymen ex- 
periences gained during active service.” 


MOORISH REVOLT NOT QUELLED

forcements arrive. The Pretender has also 
issued postage stamps.

After the election the Count will join the 
Countess in New York. They will return 
here in the Spring.

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MISS MARLOWE IN 
“THE CAVALIER” 


A Strong and Well Modulated Per- 
formance in G. W. Cable’s 
Rebel Romance. 


A Successful Piece of Book Play Mak- 
ing from Paul Kester and 
George Middleton. 


To those who have watched Miss Mar- 
lowe’s progress from the earlier days when 
she shone—in Philadelphia and in Boston, 
if not on Broadway—as Viola and Rosalind 
and Juliet, her reappearance brings a 
‘mingling of regret and of rejoicing—regret 
that those heroines of pure passion and 
«poetry should know her no more, and re- 
Joicing that, in whatever guise, we are per- 
mitted to delight in her again. 

The play last night at the Criterion Thea- 
tre was not a great work df dramatic art; 
but for a book play it had unusual vigor 
and coherency. What it lacked in wit, 
characterization, and compelling dramatic 
movement it made up in scattered moments 
of expert stagecraft that kept one breath- 
less, and most of all in the opportunity it 
offered Miss Marlowe to exhibit to the full 
the loveliness of her person and of her tem- 
perament, and the vigorous and the perfect 


modulation of her art. ‘ 
It is often the duty of the conscientious 


first nighter to censure our emotional act- 
resses for seeking to emphasize their effects 
by flying to extremes of utterance—from 
hysterical glee to brazen and clanging pas- 
sions—a method that is destructive of all 
light and shade, of all the exquisite color- 
ings and modulations of emotion that alone 
succeed in keeping to what the first of dra- 
matic critics called the modesty, that is to 
say, the moderation, of nature. Miss Mar- 


lowe has moments of the lightest and the 
most girlish gayety, ana moments of the 
intensest passion, and the effect of these 
is always enriched and glorified by the fact 
that she passes from one mood to another 
through the fluid variety of moods that 
mark the transitions of emotion in real life. 
The result of this is an effect of palpitating 
Womanhood, of noble and ingenuous emo- 
tion, a thing that, while its dynamics are 
no less powerful than the dynamics of hor- 
ror and hysteria, brings with it that sense 
of poetical human feeling which alone can 
justify the strongest appeals to our emo- 
tions. In her power of emotional utterance 
Miss Marlowe belongs to the school headed 
by Mrs. Leslie Carter, In the truthfulness 
and the refinement of her art she belongs 

- to the school graced by Miss Maude Adams 
and Miss Russell. 

Mr. Cable's novel is peculiar among 
works of the kind in following the fortunes 
of the South, in the person of Ned Ferry, 
the heroic leader of a band of Confederate 
scouts. The heroine is a spirited_and ro- 
mantic Southern woman, Mrs. Charlotte 
Oliver, whom circumstances and her tem- 
perament convert into a Rebel spy. 

The obstacles in the course of their true 
love is the fact that Charlotte has been 
tricked into marrying Oliver, and on the 
evening of her marriage has discovered his 
true character. Oliver is not only a bad lot 
in his private life, but at the time of his 
marriage has become a traitor to the cause 
his wife has at heart, having from base 
personal motives become a Northern spy. 

On learning this Charlotte repudiates .him 
utterly. To expose him would be to con- 
demn him to be @hot after a drumhead 
trial. She cannot do this;‘but she uses her 
knowledge of the surrounding country and 
her woman's wit to thwart his plans for 
betraying the South. This course of action 
throws er in with the scouts of Capt. 
Ferry, who is an old lover, and whom she 
learns to love amid their comman dangers, 
triumphs, and defeats. . 

The dramatization by Messrs. Kester and 
Middleton differs in several salient features 
from the novel. The action begins earlier, 
with the day of Charlotte’s marriage, and 
ihe reason for her abjuring him is not so

he is a traitor to the South. 

circumstances that keep Ferry and 

apart have also a different cast. 

the book it was the fact that “erry was 

to have killed Oliver in a scrim- 

mage, while he was attempting to ki!! his 

wife. Even ina novel such casuistry seemed 

here a little wire drawn. The dramatists 

have wisely discarded this motive, and have 

fallen back on the more generally compre- 

hensible impediment—the fact ‘hat Oliver 

still lives. In the last act it is reported 

that the husband is dead, and the 'overs are 
united. 

As the dramatists have simplified—or, 
more properly speaking, conv«ntionalized— 
the motives, so they hdve digested a ram- 
bling and elliptical narrative into four 
scenes. The first act opens with a pretty 
if not very effective comedy sketch of the 
bridal party on the day of the wediing, the 
sort of thing Mr. Cldye Fitch has. made 
one. This gives Miss Marlowe s]lmost 
er only opportunity to display her lighter 
charms, and very girlishly innocent and 
charming she is. 

The act ends with a stongly dramatic 
scene, in which Charlotte discovers that 
her husband is a Federal spy. The bare 
machinery of this pas#age—the clumsy 
dropping of a stolen document which Char- 
lotte picks up and looks at—is not very 
convincing; but what follows is a fine bit 
of theatric writing. By gradual and high- 
ly natural Bradations the new wife passes 
from a mystification at her husband's 
course of action, which does not, however 
shake her belief in him, to a discovery of 
his treason so complete that it forces @ 
confession from him. 

Her first impulse is to betray him, but 
realizing that this course means his dis- 
honorable death, she abandons it. The gra- 
dation of feeling from mystified trust to 
suspicion, doubt, and conviction, to revolt- 
ed et ay and to despair at the wreck 
of her private happiness, are denoted with 
as fine and true a bit of emotional acting 
as we have seen in years. It is an advance 
upon the emotional crises in ‘“‘ Barbara 

rietchie,”” because Miss Marlowe, instead 
of being reduced to the hard task of silent 
acting, has a dramatic series of telling, if 
brief, sentences to speak, and also because 
her art is firmer and more mature. 

The second act centres in a warehouse 
which Ferry’s scouts are guarding, and 
gives Oliver (Mr. Frank Worthing) an op- 
portunity to deploy his villainies. The 
curtain is given over to the scene from the 
novel, somewhat irrelevant to the main ac- 
tion, of the death of the Federal Captain 
Jewett, (Fdgar I. Davenport.) The inci- 
dent of Charlotte’s prayer by the dying 
Captain does not ring quite true, and her 
Singing of the Star Spangled Banner to 
console his last moments seems quite as 
forced as it seemed in the novel. But 
when a carload of Federal prisoners is 
disclosed, who, in spite of the angry 
threats of death from their Confederate 
guards, take up the familiar song, the 
effect, theatric as it is, is irresistible. 

The third act takes place within the 
Union lines. It advances the story of Oli- 
ver’s villainies and ends with a second 
theatric situation from the book—that in 
which a Virginia reel is interrupted by a 
raid of Ferry’s Scouts. They capture every- 
thing, except. of course, the villain Oliver, 
who shoots Charlotte as he escapes. The 
stage management here is at fault in that 
Ferry’s dramatic entrance is not properly 
prepared. Few who had not read the novel 
could have understood the manner in 
which the musicians happened to shout: 
‘ Ned Ferry comes dancing down the 

ane!” 

Ferry’s love for Charlotte has been bricfly 
spoken in the second act, but it is not until 
the last act, which happens toward the end 
of the war, that Charlotte, now recovering 
from her wound, confesses her love for him; 
and it is only by a bit of stage contrivance 
that Ferry happens to overhear the confes- 
sion. As the incident is discarded in which, 
in the novel, Ferry is supposed to have 
killed Oliver, so also is Oliver’s reappear- 
ance after he was reported to have died of 
fever. The report of his death is not, like 
that of Mark Twain's, “ grossly exagger- 
ated.”’ And so it alLends happily. Through- 
out Miss Marlowe's acting is fine and 
strong. Her presence everywhere domi- 
nates the stage, in her dusty green riding 
habit as in her drawing-room gowns. But 
nowhere has she a chance to excel her per- 
formance at the end of the first act, 

One reason for the falling off of the in- 
terest is the fact that the love theme ts, as 
in the novel, kept so much in the back- 
peoues. Charlotte has never loved her 

lackguard husband, and the marriage has 
never, as the divorce courts say, been con- 
summated. Nevertheless, Mr. Cable's deli- 
cate and exalted sense of honor will not 
permit him to repmesent his hero as ex- 
egies his passion to Charlotte as loug as 

er nominal husband lives; and the drama- 
tists have respected his preferences. 

Many people will heartily indorse his code 
of ethics, ameng them as wise and elevated 
a spirit as Mr. Howells, who has treated a 
similar theme in his ‘* Modern Instance."’ 
Far be it from the critic to suggest that 
even in the course of midnight raids, bat- 
fe. murder, and sudden death, an immacu- 

te hero might relax from his frigid ideal 
of propriety and fall into more ardent 


moods a . _ such

kind the narrative lacks concentration and 
an even sweep of dramatic development. 
~Richard Thorndyke Smith, the first per- 
Son singular who relates Mr. Cable’s novel, 
(adequately represented by Mr. Morgan 
Coman,) ig not prominent in the play. In 
the novel the passage in which Charlotte 
coquetted with him in order to elicit the 
secret as to a dispatch will be remembered 
as the one erimson spot in a noyel that 
was gray in more senses than one. One 
felt the lack of something of the kind in 
the play. Would it not have been possibile 
to transfer this idyll of strategic flirtation 
to Ned Ferry? 

The acting was, on the whole. competent. 
Mr. Frank Worthing as the villain, Oliver, 
revealed his familiar dignity and power. 
He was arduously malignant without any- 
where overstepping the bounds of artistic 
propriety. It is hard to see where his per- 
formance could have been bettered. As 
Ned Ferry Mr. William Lewers disclosed a 
strikingly handsome and sympathetic per- 
sonality, yet his part was so lacking in 
opportunity that it was impossible to judge 
of the scope and strength of his art. The 
av of a large cast, was equally unfortun- 
ate.

CRESTON CLARKE’S HAMLET. 


A Dignified Performance at the Murray 
Hill Theatre. 


Mr. Creston .Clarke’s Hamlet, which he 
yesterday revealed for the first time tn 
New York at the Murray Hill Theatre, is 
far from being either as bad or as good 
as Hamlet has often been. Mr. Clarke 
has a slender and youthful figure, a dis- 
tinguished face, (suggestive of the kinship 
to Edwin Bonth, which he is so careful 
not to advertise,) and a voice which, if of 
no extraordinary purity or power, is’ yet 
serviceable. In action and in reading he 
is always dignified, and is usually intelli- 


gent. 

Perhaps no single part in the range of 
the English drama requires such powers of 
an actor—the wit and the distinguished 
bearing of the light comedian, the personal 
charm and the romantic fervor of the lead- 
ing juvenile, and the passion and the power 
of the great tragedian. Properly inter- 
preted, Hamlet is a person of infinite 
and delicious variety. Mr. Clarke’s im- 
personation fell short on many sides; but 
it never shocked, and it often pleased. in 
a play the lines and the situations of whic 
speak for themselves as ably as those in 
“Hamlet” do, this is a great deal. Showe 
theatregoers who go to the Murray oa 
Theatre in the afternoons of the coming 
week will realize manyfold on their tw enty- 
five cents; and those who pay ye 
cents for the evening performances wi 
still have a large margin of profit. Able sup- 
port was rendered by the members of Mr. 
Donnelly'’s stock company, Laura Hope 
Crews playing Ophelia, and Robert Me- 
Wade, Jr., playing Polonius. In the after- 
noon performance an accident happened to 
the player King. His Queen had left him, 
saying ‘‘Sleep rock thy brain,’’ but just 
as he was settling down to his nap, sleep 
or something else rocked his couch and up- 
set it backward against the backdrop. The 
King was caught for a moment between 
a platform and the back wall, but he soon 
crawled from beneath a bearskin that had 
fallen over him. When he had gone, the 
royal Court of Denmark bravely took up 
the lines. ‘ What do you call the play? 
inquired the King. “ Marry, the mouse 
trap!”” answered Hamlet. This was too 
much for the risibles of the audience.

MRS. LANGTRY’S NEW PLAY. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—Mrs. Langtry’s final 
appearance on the stage prior to her Ameri- 
can tour was made to-night under excep- 
tional and brilliant circumstances. It had 
been intended to give a private perform- 
ance at the Imperial Theatre of the play 
“The Crossways,’ of which she is a joint 
author with Hartley Manners, and which 
has already been produced with success in 
the provinces, when King Edward expressed 
a desire to witness the performance. 

Mrs. Langtry then decided to make it a 
semi-public affair. All the unreserved 
seats were distributed among the servants 
of the royal household, and the remander 
of the house was sold privately to the elite 


of London society. 
The King, Queen Alexandra, the Prince 


of Wales, and their suites arrived at 9 
o'clock, and without any formality were 
conducted to a box on the right of the 
Stage. In the opposite box sat the Portu- 
guese Minister, Lady De Grey, Count Mens- 
dorff, First Secretary of the Austrian Le- 
gation, and others, while the brilliant au- 
cience included the Countess of Errol, 
Lord Churchill, Mrs. Ronalds, and many 
Americans. Three hundred and eighty 
royal servants and their families were 
also present. 

The plot of the piece is rather a hack- 
neyed one, but gives good scope to Mrs, 
Langtry, and appeared to greatly please the 
royal visitors, who remained to the end. In 
the interval between the third and fourth 
acts the royal party moved to the ante- 
room for refreshments, and the King then 
commanded Mrs, Langtry’s presence, and 
commended the play very warmly. ueen 
Alexandra said to Mrs. Langtry: “I am 
extremely pleased with the play. I tink it 
is most dramatic, and I am sure will 
have great success.”’ 

Mrs. Langtry’s dresses were very beauti- 
ful. She had a hearty recall at the close of 
the performance, but there was a noticeable 
absence of the customary applause, in 
which etiquette prevented the royal serv- 
ants from indulging. 

Mrs. Langtry afterward said to The As- 
sociated Press correspondent: ‘I am look- 
ing forward eagerly to my American tour, 
and I hope to have a great success,” 


“AIDA” GIVEN AGAIN. 


The performance of “ Aida” that was 
given last evening at the Metropolitan 
Opera House was such a one as Mr. Grau 
tried to give on Thanksgiving evening, but 
was prevented from accomplishing by the 
stress of circumstances operating upon 
Miss Bridewell, “Verdi has been so far 
greatly in the ascendant at the Opera 
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of the third week, and the eleventh ‘that 
has been given. It was the seventh that 
has been devoted to Verdi's operas. These 
have represented both his earlier conven 
tional operatic style, as in ‘La Travi- 
ata” and “ Rigoletto,” and his matured 
and authoritative one, in which he embod- 
fed the dramatic spirit of the newer age, 
as in “Otello” and ‘“ Aida.”” The con- 
trast tha’ has been thus strikingly set 
forth emphasizes the world of difference 
that exists between the two ideals, and the 
great change that has come over the face 
of the operatic worid since Verdi chose the 
subjects of Dumas and Hugo's tales for 
embodiment in lyric drama. ‘La Travi- 
ata” and “ Rigoletto” live only as medi- 
ums for the exploitation of a great singer's 
art; while “‘ Otello"’ and ‘‘ Aida” seem in- 
stinct with life, works that carry in them- 
selves and in their contents their reason 
for being.

The cast offered nothing that has not 
often before been made known. Mme. 
Eames was the Aida; it is a superbly pic- 
turesque figure that she presents, and last 
evening she sang and acted with more than 
the dramatic fire and energy that are 
tsval with ner. The Radames of Mr. De 
Marchi is not one of his happiest parts; 
bis figure in it is not heroic, and his spirit 
is not one that can move profoundly in 
any of its phases. His singing is never an 
unalloyed pleasure, and in this character 
it is not of the effectiveness that he often 
can achieve, 

Mme. Homer sang the part of Amneris 
that she was prevented from doing at the 
previous pepe egeatation of the opera, and 
sang it well, She is a capable representa- 
tive of the part. Mr. Scotti’s Amonasro 
shows new power und dramatic signific- 
ance at every repetition, and it is one of 
the most potently significant impersoua- 
tions that this remarkable singer presents. 
The Ramfis of Mr. De Reszke, the King 
of Mr. Journet, are figures that have made 
their effect in many previous representa- 
tions of Verdi's work, and they were not 
lacking last evening. Mr. Mancinelll con- 
cucted with energy and distinction.

BLOCK FRENCH TREATY. 


Senators Object to Taking Up Reci- 
.” procity Convention. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The first de- 
cided move in the Senate this session in 
the interest of the French reciprocity 
treaty was made by Senator Cullom, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations, while the Senate was in 
executive session to-day. He called up the 
treaty for the purpose of securing an order 
for the printing of documents bearing on 
the agreement, and gave notice that he 
would ask the Senate to take up the treaty 
at an eerly day for the purpose of dis- 
posing of it. 

The proposition met decided opposition 
from a number of Senators, including 
Messrs. Aldrich, Hoar, Lodge, and Depew. 

Senator Aldrich moved that the treaty be 
referred to the Committee on Finance, say- 
ing that he thought it should haye a more 
complete investigation, and from a dif- 
ferent standpoint, than it had had at the 
hands of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, He said that. so far as he had been 
able to learn, the people who desire the 
ratification of the treaty were vastly in 


the minority in this country. 

Senator Hoar suggested that the treaty 
should go over at least until after the 
Christmas holidays. 

Replying to these various remarks, Sen- 
ator Cullom said that he intended to press 
econsideration of the treaty as earnestly 
as was in his power, because he believed 
it to be due to the French Republic that 
the question should be considered and dis- 
posed of in « dignified and proper manner. 
This, he intimated, was the wish of the 
Administration, and the Senator expressed 
his personal view that no other proceeding 
would be in accordance with our duty 
toward another nation. He indicated that 
he would call up the treaty not later than 
next week. 


WESLEYAN DEFENDS ATWATER. 


Prof. Atwater of Wes) University, who 
published reports of his »%wn experiments 
showing that alcohol might at times pos- 
sess a food value, thereby bringing down a 
storm of protests from Methodists all over 
the country, was vigorously defended be- 
fore the Methodist ministers’ meeting at 
180 Fifth Avenue yesterday by the Rev. 
B. P. Raymond, Presidefit of Wesleyan, 
who spoke by authority of the University 
Council, He said for Prof. Atwater that 
it had not been claimed at any stage of the 


investigations that alcoholic liquors were 
good for most people, or for healthy ple. 
The question was, Dr. Raymond held, one 
for scientists to discuss, rather than clergy- 
men, and he maintained that no amount of 
hostile criticism would change the truth. 
He also took occasion to deny reports that 
drinking had increased among Wesleyan 
students, Asked after the meeting whether 
a Wesleyan professor was considered priv- 
ileged to promulgate doctrines contrary to 
the teachings of the Methodist Church, he 
said: ‘‘ There is no restraint upon freedom 
of scientific research in’ the university.” 

The Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, head of the 
International Reform Bureau at Washing- 
ton, spoke before the Presbyterian minis- 
ters’ meeting at 150 Fifth Avenue on 
‘Moral Measures in Congress.’’ He dis- 
cussed bills now pending regarding the sale 
of liquor in Government buildings, and 
prohibiting the entrance into the country of 
illiterate immigrants over fifteen years of 
age, except members of families already in 
this country, and resolutions were passed 
indorsing these measures.

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HOUSE'S TRIBUTE T0 REED 


It Adopts Resolutions and Adjourns 
Until To-day. 


Only Three Precedents for Such a 
Course in the Case of an ex-Mem- 
ber in the History of the Body. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The House to- 
day paid a remarkable tribute to the mem- 
ory of ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed. His 
death. had created a profound impression, 
and there was a universal desire among 
the members of the House to show a signal 
mark of respect to his memory. For the 
House to take action on the death of an 
ex-member there are only three precedents 
in its hfstory, namely, on the occasion of 
the death of Benton, Blaine, and Alex- 
ander Stephens, respectively, when the 
House in each case adopted resolutions and 
adjourned out of respect to their mem- 
ories. It was decided to follow these pre- 
cedents in the case of Mr. Reed. 

The Chaplain at the opening of the ses- 
sion paid a feeling reference to the death 
of the ex-Speaker. No business was trans- 
acted beyond the formal reading of two 
messages from the President and an ar- 
rangement to postpone the special order 


for to-day—the London Dock Charge Bill— 
until to-morrow. 

Mr Sherman (N. x) then, amid profound 
silence, arose and with a few feeling re- 
marks offered the foliowing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the following minute be spread 
upon the record of the House of Representatives: 

‘The Hon. Thomas Brackett Reed died in 
Washington, Dec, 7, 1902. For twenty-two years 
he had been a member of this House, for six 
years its Speaker. His service terminated with 
the Fifty-fjfth Congress. Within this Chamber 
the scene of his life’s great activities was laid. 
Here he rendered services to bis country which 
placed him in the front rank of American states- 
manship. Here he exhibited characteristics which 
compelled respect and won admiration. Force- 
ful ability, intrinsic worth, strength of char- 
acter, brought him popular fame and Congres- 
sional leadership. In him depth and breadth of 
intellect, with a full and well-rounded develop- 
ment, had produced a giant who towered above 
his fellows and impressed them with his power 
and his wisdom. 

‘‘A distinguished statesman, a lofty patriot, a 
cultured scholar and incisive writer, a unique 
orator, an unmatched debater, a master of logic, 
wit, satire; the most famous of the world’s par- 
liamentarians, the great and representative citi- 
zen of the American Republic has gone into 
history.’’ 

Resolved, That in honor of the distinguished 


dead the House now adjourn. 

When the reading of the resolutions had 
been concluded, Speaker Henderson asked 
if there was objection to their present con- 
sideration. The silence remained unbroken. 
The resolutions were then unanimously 
adopted, and at 12:15 the Speaker declared 
the House adjourned out of respect to the 
memory of Mr. Reed.

A. Judson, the spiritualist, and sister of

After a year’s 
travel abroad she resumed teaching at Col- 
lege Hill, Ohio. She went later to Minneap- 
olis, where she founded the Judson Female 
Institute. She became a Spiritualist in 1887 
and three years later disposed of the, semi- 
nary, since which time she has devoted her 
life to spiritual work.

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HARRY McCALMONT, M. P.. DEAD | 


Well-Known and Popular’ English 
Sportsman Drops Lifeless on His 
Own Doorstep in London. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—Harry McCalmont, the 
well-known sportsman and Conservative 
Member of Parliament for Newmarket, 
dropped dead on the doorstep this morning 
as he was leaving his residence, 11 St. 
James’s Square. He was apparently in 
his usual health as he passed out of the 
door, but before he reached the sidewalk 
Mr. McCalmont fell, and died almost in- 
Stantaneously, supposedly of heart disease, 

Mr. McCalmont was the owner of Isin- 
glass, the horse which wen the Derby in 
1898, and he owned the steam yacht Gi- 
ralda, which was purchased by the Span- 
ish Government at the time of the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 

Isinglass won $287,275 for Mr. McCal- 
mont in four years. Mr. McCalmont was 
second on the list of winning owners this 
year. 

Mr. McCalmont was so like King Edward 
when the latter was Prince of Wales that 
he used frequently to be addressed as 
“your Royal Highness.” The King was 
an intimate friend of Mr. McCalmont, and 
was to be his guest at Cheveley Park, 
Newmarket, next week. 

Mr. McCalmont had a fortune of £4,000,- 
000, inherited from a great-uncle. 


“Harry Leslie Blundell McCalmont, M. 
P, one of the wealthiest and most popu- 
lar commoners in England, was born in 
1861. He was the eldest son of H. B. Mc- 


Calmont, a barrister. He enter Parlia- 
ment in 1895 as Conservative member for 
Newnarket, and represented that con- 
stituency ever since. He early became well 
known as a sportsman. 

Mr. McCalmont served in the Sixth Royal 
Regiment, and later in the Scots Guards. 


During part of the Boer war he was in | 


the Warwickshire 
McCalmont married Miss 
Amy H. Miller, daughter of Major Gen. 
John Miller. She died in 1889. Wight 
years afterward he married Miss Winifred 
de Bathe, daughter of Gen. Sir Henry 
de Rathe, Bart, one of whose sons mar- 
ied Mrs. Langtry. 

Among the organizations of which Mr. 
MeC'almont was a member were the Jockey 
Club, the Royal Yacht Squadron, and the 
Carlton, Guards’, Turf, Marlborough, Army 
and Navy, and United Service Clubs. He 
was well khown in America, which he 
visited at the time of the races for the 
America’s Cup and on other occasions. 

When the British Government was_ re- 
cently endeavoring to find a man wealthy 
enough and self-sacrificing enough to allow 
himself tou be appointed Governor General 
of Australia it was rumored that Mr. Mc- 
Calmont might be induced to accept the 
post. It appears, however, that he did 
not wish to leave England, although doubt- 
less a peerage would have been given to 
him as some consideration for the ex- 
penses and other sacrifices to which he 
would have been put. A peerage, however, 
would probably have come to Mr. Mc- 
Calmont in the ordinary course before long.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Trading in yesterday’s stock market 
was even more dull and stupid than in 
the concluding days of last week, when 
dealings fell off materially. Yesterday 
the day’s total transactions fell below the 
300,000-share mark, which signifies that 
in the entire session there was less activ- 
ity than was wont to prevail in a single 
hour of what not a long time past was 
considered but an ordinary day. It is to 
be noticed, nevertheless, that such activ- 
ity as there was was on the advancing 
side, prices going up easily whensoever 
any demand appeared. There was not, 
however, sufficient business to warrant 
the attaching too greatvimportance to 
the advance. 

The truth is that for the moment the 
market seems to have no definite tend- 
ency. Pending the removal of the money 
uncertainty the larger operators are ap- 
parently indisposed to do anything. 
Stocks are down in many instances be- 
low their investment value, and hence as 
a short sale they are not attractive. On 
the other hand, with tight money and 
the stated possibilities of still higher 
rates before the end of the year, the sit- 
uation is not assuring enough to warrant 
extravagant purchases. Yet that *pur- 
chases are being made, and sales—that is 
apparent. The sales, it may be said, 
come from tired or weak holders and 
from that portion of the public who come 
in either at the bottom or the top of any 
movement; the purchases come from 
substantial interests who believe that 
the money situation will be remedied, 
because it ought to be, by legislation 
and by natural movements, and that this 
is the only obstacle in the way of a 
higher market. 


The most important and significagt de- 
velopment of the day was the large 
grain export business reported yesterday 
and the declining tendency in the ster- 
“ling exchange market. It looks very 
much as if grain exportations had finally 
begun on a considerable and 
scale. The influence of this on ‘the ex- 
change and money market cannot but be 
consequential. 


SOME GENERAL Is ISSUES. 


There was absolutely no news to explain 
the sharp advance in Great Northern pre- 
ferred, but for the reason that its rise was 
coincident with an advance in Northern 
Securities on the curb the Street jumped 
to the conclusion that perhaps some fa- 
Vorable developments are forthcoming in 
respect to the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. If so, no information to that effect 
could be gotten in any of the banking 
houses in the street likely to be fully 
aware of,all such developments. Practi- 
cally all the stock bought yesterday was 
by two houses. 

In St. Paul the selling was again 
clared to be for Standard Oil accofint, but 
who the buyers were who were able to ad- 
vance the stock in the face of this selling 
Was not disclosed. The general opinion in 
the Strect is that the recent exhibitions 
of the stock, in which it was kicked about 
by the speculators as though it were noth- 
ing but a plaything, have not helped its 
standing. Close market observers declare 
that such a thing could not have happened 
unless through the aid of the controlling 
interests of the property, inasmuch as the 
amount of stock ordinarily available for 
speculation is estimated at less than 150,- 
000 shares. It will be.recalled that in the 
past two or three weeks the entire common 
stock issue has been traded in more than 
three times over. 

The buying in Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
was based on the increasing earnings of 
the system. For November an increase is 
reported of $62,420. The average daily 
earnings during the month were $34,010, a 
daily gain of $2,080.

the Gould-Harriman- 
Hawley interests had patched up their 
differences in the Colorado Fuel control 
dispute was probably responsible for such 
littie buying as appeared in the Gould and 
Harriman stocks.

NO CHANGE IN SENTIMENT. 

Sentiment was in nowise changed in 
Wall Street yesterday. That is to say there 
seemed to be an almost general conviction 
that the only thing working to the preju- 
dice of the market is the money stringency 
and that once this is relieved or removed 
the remarkably prosperous commercial and 
business conditions must assert them- 


selves and be reflected in higher values on 
the Exchange. 

In the meantime, however, it is declared 
to.be the part of wisdom and conversatism 
to keep the stock market as quiet as possi- 
ble and certainly discourage speculative 
activity. Indeed, that seems to be the pres- 
ent policy of all the influential banking 
interests on the Street.

MANHATTAN AND INTERBOROUGH. 

Those individuals who lately have been 
more or less industrious in conducting 
postal-card.campaigns in various stocks 
turned their attention yesterday to Manhat- 
tan. 

Instead, however, of “‘ bulling”’ the stock 
—as has always been the purpose of postal- 
card campaigns in other stocks—the present 
endeavor {s to bear Manhattan. According- 
ly the postal cards, typewritten and signed 

‘C. X.,” sent out over Sunday to numerous 
banking houses, old of all manner of dire- 
ful things to happen to Manhattan. Not 
to enter too much into detail, it was con- 
tended that the 7 per cent: dividend guar- 
antee is too much, that the road has only 
earned 4 per cent., and has never been able 
to pay its damage suits. There is a sug- 
gestion, also, that an injunction will be 
sought® by a holder of the Interborough 
Company seeking to restrain the carrying 
out of the lease. 

In the face of these reports the stock ad- 
vanced over-a point during the day.

Hence it is 
that there is now a considerable short in- 
terest in the market at current prices, and 
this ‘theugh the borrowing demand ap- 
parently does not indicate such an interest. 

These brokers, however, frankly admit 
that the only reason for their pessimism is 
the moncy situation; and for that reason 
they advise their customers to keep a close 
watch and be prepared to shift their posi- 
tion once the financial skies clear.
